Foreword 

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
DC, in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, NC, have conducted annual na- 
tional faculty salary surveys by discipline and rank each year through 1996-97. Two separate sm- 
veys are conducted each year, one for public senior colleges and universities and the other for pri- 
vate senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data from the 1993-94 and 1996-97 surveys were collected and tabulated for full- 
time teaching feculty in 53 selected academic disciplines/major fields, 27 of which are included 
herein in alphabetical order. The academic disciplines/major fields were chosen from among those 
defined by A Classification of Instructional Programs. 1990 . 

Each of the 27 academic disciplines/major fields herein present a summary of the overall 
average salary increase in that academic discipline/major field from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 
to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97 for both public and private participating institutions. 
Of the 307 public institutions which participated in CUPA’s public survey of 1993-94, 248 also 
participated in the 1996-97 survey. Data from those same 248 institutions were used in both the 
baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in CUPA’s private 
survey of 1993-94, 327 also participated in the 1996-97 survey. Data from those same 327 insti- 
tutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

In addition to listing the average salaries in the 27 individual academic disciplines/major 
fields for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including “new assistant pro- 
fessor,” and listing the feculty mix percentage (FAC MIX PCT) and the salary factor, compari- 
sons are made in each of the 27 individual academic disciplines/major fields between the two pub- 
lic surveys and the two private surveys for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97) 
and with the CPI (Consumer Price Index) of changes in cost-of-living. 

The list of all 53 selected academic disciplines/major fields surveyed is found in Appendbc 
A of each academic discipline/major field article included herein, and the lists of aU participating 
senior colleges and universities are found in Appendixes B (public) and C (private) of each aca- 
demic discipline/major field article included herein.

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
of Instructional Programs *( CIP ). 1990, including Accounting. The CIP defines the discipline/major 
field of Accounting as. 

An instructional program that prepares individuals to practice the 
profession of accounting and to perform related business functions. 

Includes instruction in accounting principles and theory, financial 
accounting, managerial accounting, cost accounting, budget control, 
tax accounting, legal aspects of accounting, auditing, reporting 
procedures, statement analysis, planning and consulting, business 
information systems, accounting research methods, professional 
standards and ethics, and applications to specific for-profit, public, 
and non-profit organizations.*

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Accounting for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and 
including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
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were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Accounting for both 
public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant 
professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons 
are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living between the two 
studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 



who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCX factor of 32.9 for associate pro- 
fessors of Accounting in the 1993-94 public study means that 32.9 percent of the faculty in that 
discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1 .23 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Accounting in 
the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is 23 percent higher than the average salary 
for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Accounting with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Accounting 
was reported in 182 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,664 faculty was 
$54,428. This average salary was approximately 19.3 percent higher than the average salary of 
$45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Accounting was reported in 179 
of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,592 faculty was $60,497. This 
average salary was approximately 23 percent higher than the average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Accounting in the public institutions studied was 1 1.2 percent ($60,497 minus $54,428 equals 
$6,069). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Accounting average faculty 
salaries over the three-year period by 2.6 percent or an average of .9 percent each year above the 
cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Accounting (11.2%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 3.0 percent less than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Accounting. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Accounting is lower at the professor rank 
than at the assistant professor rank: 26.2 percent vs. 32.5 percent; and in the 1996-97 study, it is 
lower, 28.7 percent vs 29.3 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent 
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vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Accounting in the public studies was 
lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 3.7 percent (61/1,664) vs 4. 1 percent 
(3,055/74,123) and lower in 1996-97, 4.1 percent (65/1,592) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Accounting was reported in 201 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of the 
866 faculty was $51,528, an average salary 13.7 percent higher than the average salary of $45,301 
for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 195 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Accounting . The average salary of the 827 faculty was $57,688, an average 
salary 15.6 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Accounting in the private 
institutions studied was 12.0 percent ($57,688 minus $51,528 equals $6,160). The CPI increased 
cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Accounting over the three-year time period, is 3.4 
percent or 1.13 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Accounting (12.0%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries 2.2 percent 
(12.0% minus 9.8% equals 2.2%) less than faculty in Accounting. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of Accounting, the faculty mix percentage is 
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lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 18.9 percent vs. 40.2 
percent (1993-94);and 20.7 percent vs.34.9 percent (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent 
vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Accounting was lower than the hiring 
rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.3 percent (29/866) vs. 4.2 percent 
(1,491/35,43 8) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 5.2 percent (43/827) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Accounting and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a 
period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two 
studies-one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions-were conducted for the 
baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 4,949 (2.3%) faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Accounting participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major 
fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 
248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Accounting in 1993-94 were 19 percent and 14 
percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00). In 
both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Accounting in 
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1996-97 were 23 percent above and 16 percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Accounting in the public institutions received an average annual salary 
increase of .9 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average salary 
increase was 1.13 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and private studies in Accounting, the 
professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that 
in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of Accounting is still emerging in 
the academy. 

Finally, thehiringrateofnew assistant professors in Accounting in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 
public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. The hiring rate for new 
assistant professors in the 1993-94 was lower, and in the 1996-97 the hiring rate was higher than 
the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Accounting has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve as a 
valuable and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
nf Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, 
General. The CP defines the discipline/major field of Administrative Assistant/SecretarialScience, 
General as, 

A group of instructional programs that prepare individuals to provide 
administrative and office support services.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 190- 
52.0401).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General for both public and private institutions from 
the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions 
which participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data 
from those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 
institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 
1996_97 Data from those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 



This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Administrative 
Assistant/Secretarial Science, General for both public and private participating institutions by rank, 
including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), 
and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) 
changes in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996- 
97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of fiill-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fiinge 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 33.5 for associate profes- 
sors of Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General in the 1993-94 public study means that 
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33.5 percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 



The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of .91 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Administrative 
Assistant/Secretarial Science, General in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary 
is nine percent lower than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that 
study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfieldsin each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/majorfield of Administrative 
Assistant/Secretarial Science, General was reported in 49 of the 248 public institutions. The 
average salary of the 245 faculty was $40,584. This average salary was approximately 12.5 percent 
lower than the average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJORFIELDS in the same 
1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Administrative 
Assistant/Secretarial Science, General was reported in 40 of the same 248 public institutions. The 
average salary of the 204 faculty was $47,735. This average salary was approximately 3.4 percent 
lower than the average salary of $49, 367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996- 
97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General in the public institutions studied was 17.6 
percent ($47,735 minus $40,584 equals $7, 151). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween October 
1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase 
in Administrative Assistant/SecretarialScience, General average faculty salaries over the three-year 
period by 9.0 percent or an average of 3.0 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General 
(17.6%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 9.4 
percent less than the faculty in the discipline/major field of Administrative Assistant/Secretarial 
Science, General. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Administrative Assistant/Secretarial 
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Science, General is higher at the professor rank than.at the assistant professor rank: 27.8 percent vs. 
25.3 percent; and higher in the 1996-97 study; 38.2 percent vs 26.0 percent. The differences in 
faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent 
(1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Administrative Assistant/Secretarial 
Science, General in the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 
1993-94, 0.8 percent (2/245) vs 4.1 percent(3,055/74,123)and lower in 1996-97, 4.4 percent (9/204) 
vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General was reported in 24 of the 327 private 
institutions. The average salary of the 4 1 faculty was $3 1 ,988, an average salary 41.6 percent lower 
than the average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 
private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 12 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General . The average salary of 
the 1 8 faculty was $34,435, an average salary 44.5 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 
for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Administrative 
Assistant/Secretarial Science, General in the private institutions studied was 7.6 percent ($34,435 
minus $3 1,988 equals $2,447). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 
1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of 
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Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General over the three-year time period, is .1 percent 
or .03 percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General (7.6%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS increased their salaries 1.5 percent (9.8% minus 7.6% equals 2.2%) more than faculty in 
Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General. 

For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, 
General, the faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant 
professor rank : 9.8 percentvs. 46.3 percent (1993-94); and 16.7 percent vs 38.9 percent (1996-97). 
The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both 
private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 31. 1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996- 
97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Administrative Assistant/Secretarial 
Science, General was higher than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private 
study: 4.9 percent (2/41) vs. 4.2 percent (1,49 1/3 5, 43 8) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 0.0 
percent (0/18) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General and compares that information with both ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 
through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for 
private institutions--were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four 
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studies. A total of 508 (.2%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Administrative 
Assistant/Secretarial Science, General participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major 
fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 2 19,754 participating faculty. The same 
248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of AdministrativeAssistant/Secretarial Science, General 
in 1993-94 were 1 1 percent and 29 percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00). In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary 
factors for all ranks in Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General in 1996-97 were three 
percent below and 31 percent below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General in the public 
institutions received an average annual salary increase of 3 .0 percent above the cost-of-living. In the 
private institutions the annual average salary increase was .03 percent below the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies in Administrative Assistant/Secretarial 
Science, General, the professorrank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor 
rank and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies the FAC MIX PCTs are lower at the professor 
rank, indicating that in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of 
Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General is still emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Administrative Assistant/Secretarial 
Science, General in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies was lower than that of ALL MAJOR 
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FIELDS. In the 1993-94 private study the hiring rate was higher and in the 1996-97 private study 
it was lower as well. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Administrative Assistant/Secretarial Science, General has now been developed, it is 
anticipated that this information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested 
administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ANTHROPOLOGY 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Anthropology. The CIP defines the 

discipline/major field of Anthropology as. 

An instructional program that generally describes the systematic 
study of human beings, their antecedents and related primates, and 
their cultural behavior and institutions, in comparative perspective. 

Included instruction in biological/physical anthropology, 
primatology, human paleontology and prehistoric archeology, 
hominid evolution, anthropological linguistics, ethnography, 
ethnology, ethnohistory, social-cultural anthropology, psychological 
anthropology, research methods, and applications to areas such as 
medicine, forensic pathology, museum studies, and international 
affairs.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.:

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Anthropology for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and 
including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
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CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1 993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Anthropology for both 
public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant 
professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons 
are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living between the two 
studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/fN” refers to the number of institutionsthat reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 34.6 for associate profes- 
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sors of Anthropology in the 1993-94 public study means that 34.6 percent of the faculty in that 
discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.99 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Anthropology 
in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is one percent lower than the average 
salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Anthropology with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages. 
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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Anthropology 
was reported in 96 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 482 faculty was $47,893. 
This average salary was approximately 4.9 percent higher than the average salary of $45,639 for all 
74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Anthropology was reported in 95 
of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 489 faculty was $50,759. This average 
salary was approximately 2. 8 percent higher than the average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Anthropology in the public institutions studied was 6.0 percent ($50,759 minus $47,893 equals 
$2,866). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Anthropology average faculty 
salaries over the three-year period by 2.6 percent or an average of .9 percent each year below the 
cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Anthropology (6.0%) the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 2.2 percent more than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Anthropology. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Anthropology is higher at the professor 
rank than at the assistant professor rank: 41.1 percent vs. 23.2 percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 43.4 
percent vs. 22.5 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and 
assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent 
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(1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Anthropology in the public studies was 
the same as the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4. 1 percent (20/482) vs 4. 1 percent 
(3,055/74,123) and lower in 1996-97, 3.9 percent (19/489) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Anthropology was reported in 67 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of the 
252 faculty was $49,089, an average salary 8.4 percent higher than the average salary of $45,301 for 
all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 66 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Anthropology. The average salary of the 268 faculty was $54,106, an average 
salary 8.8 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Anthropology in the private 
institutions studied was 10.2 percent ($54,106 minus $49,089 equals $5,017). The CPI increased 
cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Anthropology over the three-year time period, is 1 .6 
percent or .5 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Anthropology (10.2%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries .4 percent 
(10.2% minus 9.8% equals .4%) less than faculty in Anthropology. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of Anthropology, the faculty mix percentage 
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is higher at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank ; 40.5 percent vs. 23.0 
percent (1993-94); and 41.8 percent vs 24.6 percent (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent 
vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Anthropology was higher than the 
hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 5.2 percent (13/252) vs. 4.2 
percent (1,491/35,438) and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 3.4 percent (9/268) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Anthropology and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over 
a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. 
Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions-were conducted for 
the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 1,491 (.7%) faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Anthropology participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major 
fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 
248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Anthropology in 1993-94 were five percent and eight 
percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00). In 
both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Anthropology 
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in 1996-97 were three percent and nine percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Anthropology in the public institutions received an average annual 
salary increase of .9 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average 
salary increase was .5 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and private studies in Anthropology , the 
professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that 
in both the public and private studies the discipline/majorfield of Anthropology is firmly established 
and ongoing in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Anthropology in the 1993-94 public 
study was the same as the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. However, the hiring rate for new 
assistant professors in the 1996-97 public and 1996-97 private studies it was lower; and the hiring 
rate was higher in the 1993-94 private study.. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Anthropology has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve as 
a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ARCHITECTURE AND RELATED PROGRAMS 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *( CIP ). 1990, including Architecture and Related Programs. The CIP 

defines the discipline/major field of Architecture and Related Programs as, 

A summary of groups of Instructional Programs that describe the 
principles and methods used to create, adapt, alter, preserve, and 
control human physical and social surroundings and habitations. 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 58— 

04.0000).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Architecture and Related Programs for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” 
of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated 
in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Architecture and Related 
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Programs for both public and private participating institutionsby rank, including NEW ASST PROF 
(new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. 
Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living 
between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentageof faculty in a given discipline/majorfield who 
hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCTfactor of 34.2 for associate professors 
of Architecture and Related Programs in the 1993-94 public study means that 34.2 percent of the 
faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
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ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.01 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Architecture 
and Related Programs in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is .01 percent 
higher than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Architecture and Related Programs with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Architecture 
and Related Programs was reported in 26 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
319 faculty was $44,889. This average salary was approximately 1.7 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,639 for all 74, 1 23 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1 993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Architecture and Related Programs 
was reported in 26 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 305 faculty was 
$48,048. This average salary was approximately2.7 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 
for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Architecture and Related Programs in the public institutions studied was 7.04 percent ($48,048 
minus $44,889 equals $3,159). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and 
October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
Architecture and Related Programs average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 1 .6 percent 
or an average of .0.5 percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Architecture and Related Programs (7.04%), the faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 1 .2 percent more than the 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Architecture and Related Programs. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Architecture and Related Programs is 
lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 28.5 percent vs. 34.8 percent; in the 
1996-97 study it is 24.3 percent vs. 33.8 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the 
ranks of professor and assistant professors in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 
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percent vs. 29.4 percent (1993-94 and 34.3 percent vs. 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Architecture and Related Programs in 
the public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 5.0 percent 
(16/3 19) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74, 123) and higher in 1996-97, 5.3 percent (16/305) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Architecture and Related Programs was reported in 16 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 234 faculty was $46,736, an average salary 3.2 percent higher than the average 
salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 17 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Architecture and Related Programs. The average salary of the 226 faculty was 
$53,180, an average salary 8.4 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Architecture and Related 
Programs in the private institutions studied was 13.8 percent ($53,180 minus $46,736 equals 
$6,644). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. 
A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Architecture and Related 
Programs over the three-year time period, is 5.2 percent or 1 .7 percent each year above the cost-of- 
living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Architecture and Related Programs (13.8%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
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salaries4.0percent(13.8%minus 9.8% equals 4.0%) less than faculty in Architecture and Related 
Programs. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of Architecture and Related Programs, the 
faculty mix percentage is higher at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 
32. 1 percent vs. 26.9 percent ( 1 993-94); and 30.5 percent vs 27.4 percent, ( 1 996-97). The differences 
in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies 
are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Architecture and Related Programs was 
lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study; 2.1 percent (5/234) 
vs. 4.2 percent (1,49 1/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 4.9 percent (1 1/226) vs. 4.7 
percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Architecture and Related Programs and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend 
year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— 
were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 1 ,084 
(.5%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Architecture and Related Programs participated and 
were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total 
of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private 
institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
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salary factors in the discipline/major field of Architecture and Related Programs 1993-94 were 2.0 
percent lower and 3.0 percent higher than the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty 
salary factors for all ranks in Architecture and Related Programs in 1996-97 were 3.0 percent lower 
and 7.0 percent higher than the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1 .00), 
respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Architecture and Related Programs in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of .5 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was 1.7 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies in Architecture and Related Programs, 
the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for the assistant professor rank. However, 
in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies the FAC MIX PCTS were higher at the professor rank 
than at the assistant professor rank. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Architecture and Related Programs in 
the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 
However, in the hiring rate for new assistant professors in the 1 993-94 private studies was lower than 
the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS and higher in the 1996-97 private studies. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Architecture and Related Programs has now been developed, it is anticipated that this 
information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 



professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
AREA, ETHNIC AND CULTURAL STUDIES 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies. The CIP 

defines the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies as, 

A summary of groups of Instructional Programs that describe the 
history, society, politics, culture, and economics of a particular 
geographic region, or a particular subset of the population sharing 
common characteristics, traits and customs.*

05.0000).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” 
of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated 
in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 
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This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic and 
Cultural Studies for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST 
PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY 
FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of- 
living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/EN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/majorfield who 
hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 36.7 for associate professors 
of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies in the 1993-94 public study means that 36.7 percent of the 
faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor.

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The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.13 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic 
and Cultural Studies in the 1 993-94 public study means that their average salary is 1 3 percent higher 
than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of Area, 
Ethnic and Cultural Studies with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic 
and Cultural Studies was reported in 40 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
248 faculty was $51,877. This average salary was approximately 13.7 percent higher than the aver- 
age salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public 
study. 

For the PUBLIC 1 996-97 salary study in the above table. Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies 
was reported in 41 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 249 faculty was 
$52,820. This average salary was approximately 7.0 percent higher than the average salary of 
$49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/majorfield of Area, 
Ethnic and Cultural Studies in the public institutions studied was 1.8 percent ($52,820 minus 
$5 1 ,877 equals $943). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1 993 and October 1 996 
was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Area, Ethnic and 
Cultural Studies average faculty salaries over the three-year period of 6.8 percent or an average of 
2.3 percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies (1.8%), the faculty in 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 6.4 percent more than the 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies is 
higher at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 34.7 percent vs. 24.6 percent; and, 
higher in the 1 996-97 study: 29.3 percent vs. 24.5 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage 
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34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies in the 
public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4.8 percent 
(12/248) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and lower in 1996-97, 3.2 percent (8/249) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies was reported in 24 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 81 faculty was $42,061, an average salary 7.7 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 30 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies. The average salary of the 126 faculty was 
$48,772, an average salary 2.0 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies 
in the private institutionsstudied was 16.0 percent ($48,772 minus $42,06 1 equals $6,71 1 ). The CPI 
increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic 
increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies over the 
three-year time period, is 7.4 percent or 2.5 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutionsstudied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies (16.0%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
salaries 6.2 percent ( 1 6.0% minus 9.8% equals 7.7%) less them faculty in Area, Ethnic and Cultural

salaries 6.2 percent (16.0% minus 9.8% equals 7.7%) less than faculty in Area, Ethnic and Cultural 
Studies. 

For the 1993-94 private study in the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic and Cultural 
Studies, the faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant 
professor rank: 23.5 percent vs. 34.6 percent and higher 29.4 percent vs 27.8 percent in 1996-97. 
The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both 
private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 3 1 . 1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30. 1 percent (1996- 
97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies was 
lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.7 percent (3/81) 
vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 3.2 percent (4/126) vs. 4.7 
percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/majorfield of Area, 
Ethnic and Cultural Studies and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the 
CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 
1996-97. Two studies~one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions-were 
conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 704 (.3%) 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies participated and were 
included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 
2 19,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions 
in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
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significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies for 1993-94 were 
14 percent above and seven percent lower than the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty 
salary factors for all ranks in Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies in 1996-97 were seven percent above 
and two percent below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), 
respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of 1 .5 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was 1.9 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 private study in Area, 
Ethnic and Cultural Studies, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for the 
assistant professor rank, and in the 1996-97 private study the discipline/major field of Area, Ethnic 
and Cultural Studies the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for assistant professor 
indicating that in the private sector Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies is still emerging in the 
academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies in the 
1 993-94 public study was higher than that of ALL MAJOR FIELD; and, in the 1 996-97 public study 
and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies it was lower than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Area, Ethnic and Cultural Studies has now been developed, it is anticipated that this infor- 
mation will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 
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professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ART, GENERAL 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUPA) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Cl9S S tf jca Jj-Qn 
of Instructional Programs *(CIPL 1 990, including Art, General. The CiE defines the discipline/major 
field of Art, General as. 

An instructional program that generally describe art, including its 
development and practice. Includes instruction in art appreciation, a 
basic knowledge of art history, fundamental principles of design and 
color, and an introduction to various media and studio techniques.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.:

50.0701).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Art, General for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and 
including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA's 
PUBLIC study of 1 993-94, 248 also participated in 1 996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1 993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Art, General for both 
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public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant 
professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons 
are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living between the two 
studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the numberof institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who old a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 30.9 for associate profes- 
sors of Art, General in the 1993-94 public study means that 30.9 percent of the faculty in that 
discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
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ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.91 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of in the 1993-94 
public study means that their average salary is nine percent lower than the average salary for all 
associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of Art, 
General with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Art, General 
was reported in 192 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 2,091 faculty was 
$42,537. This average salary was approximately 7.3 percent lower than the average salary of $45,639 
for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Art, General was reported in 198 
of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 2,117 faculty was $47,112. This 
average salary was approximately4.8 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of Art, 
General in the public institutions studied was 10.8 percent ($47, 112 minus $42,537 equals $4,575). 
The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In 
comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Art, General average faculty salaries over 
the three-year period by 2.2 percent or an average of 0.7 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Art, General (10.8%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 2.6 percent less than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Art, General. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Art, General is higher at the professor 
rank than at the assistant professor rank: 38.5 percent vs. 27. 1 percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 40.2 
percent vs. 26.0 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and 
assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent 
(1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 
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Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Art, General in the public studies was 
higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4.4 percent (93/2,091) vs 4.1 
percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 4.9 percent (103/2,117) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Art, General was reported in 223 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of the 
845 faculty was $39,873, an average salary 13.6 percent lower than the average salary of $45,301 
for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 233 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Art, General. The average salary of the 924 faculty was $43,801, an average 
salary 13.6 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,2 14 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Art, General in the private 
institutions studied was 9.9 percent ($43,801 minus $39,873 equals $3,928). The CPI increased 
cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Art, General over the three-year time period, is 1.3 
percent or 0.4 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Art, General (9.9%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries .1 percent 
(9.9% minus 9.8% equals .1%) less than faculty in Art, General. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of Art, General, the faculty mix percentage is 
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lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 31.0 percent vs. 31.6 
percent (1993-94); and 30.8 percent vs 32.4 percent, (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent 
vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Art, General was lower than the hiring 
rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.3 percent (28/845) vs. 4.2 percent 
(1,491/35,43 8) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 4.4 percent (41/924) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of Art, 
General and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period 
of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two 
studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— were conducted for the 
baseline year and for the trend year-a total of four studies. A total of 5,977 (2.7%) faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Art, General participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major 
fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 
248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Art, General 1993-94 were 7 percent and 12 percent 
below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. 
In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Art, General 
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in 1996-97 were 5 percent and 12 percent below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Art, General in the public institutions received an average annual salary 
increase of .7 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average salary 
increase was .4 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies in Art, General, the professor rank 
FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank. However, in the 1993-94 
private studies the FAC MIX PCTS were lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor 
rank. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Art, General in the 1993-94 and 1996- 
97 public studies were higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. However, the hiring 
rate for new assistant professors in the 1993-94 private study it was lower and in the 1996-97 it was 
higher than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Art, General has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve as a 
valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Biological Sciences/Life Sciences. The CI£ 

defines the discipline/major field of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences as, 

A summary of groups of instructional programs that describe the 
scientific study of living organisms and their systems.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 1 14— 

26).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Biological Sciences/Life Sciences for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” 
of 1993-94 to and includingthe “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated 
in CUP A’ s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Biological Sciences/Life 
Sciences for both public and private participating institutions by rank, includingNEW ASST PROF 
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(new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCX (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. 
Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living 
between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 



The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 26.5 for associate profes- 
sors of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences in the 1993-94 public study means that 26.5 percent of 
the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
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PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of .99 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Biological 
Sciences/Life Sciences in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is one percent 
below the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/majorfield of Biological 
Sciences/Life Sciences with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Biological 
Sciences/Life Sciences was reported in 239 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
3,774 faculty was $47,327. This average salary was approximately 3.7 percent higher than the 
average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 
public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Biological Sciences/Life Sciences 
was reported in 243 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 3,856 faculty was 
$49,583. This average salary was approximately .4 percent higher than the average salary of $49,367 
for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Biological Sciences/Life Sciences in the public institutions studied was 4.8 percent (49,583 minus 
$47,327 equals $2,256). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 
was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Biological 
Sciences/Life Sciences average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 3.8 percent or an 
average of 1.3 percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences (4.8%), the faculty in 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 3.4 percent more than the 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Biological Sciences/Life Sciences is 
higher at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 44.5 percent vs. 24.5 percent; in the 
1996-97 study it is 41.5 percent vs. 25.9 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the 
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ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 
percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Biological Sciences/Life Sciences in 
the public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4.3 percent 
(163/3,774) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and lower in 1996-97, 4.4 percent (169/3,856) vs. 4.6 
percent (3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences was reported in 293 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 1 ,672 faculty was $45,044, an average salary .6 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 303 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Biological Sciences/Life Sciences. The average salary of the 1,847 faculty was 
$48,912, an average salary 1.7 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1 996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Biological Sciences/Life Sciences 
in the private institutions studied was 8.6 percent ($48,9 1 2 minus $45,044 equals $3,868). The CPI 
increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic 
increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences over the 
three-year time period, is exactly the same as the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Biological Sciences/Life Sciences (8.6%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
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salaries 1.2 percent (9.8% minus 8.6% equals 1.2%) more than faculty in Biological Sciences/Life 
Sciences. 

For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Biological Sciences/LifeSciences, the faculty 
mix percentage is higher at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 45.3 
percentvs. 23.6percent(1993-94); and 42.1 percent vs 28.5 percent, (1996-97). The differences in 
the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 
33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Biological Sciences/Life Sciences was 
higher than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 4.5 percent 
(75/1,672) vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 6.0 percent 
(110/1,847) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Biological Sciences/Life Sciences and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend 
year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions- 
were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 1 1 , 149 
(5.1%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences participated and 
were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total 
of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private 
institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
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salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences in 1 993-94 were four 
percent above and . 1 percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS, respectively. In the 1996-97 public study the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in 
Biological Sciences/Life Sciences were exactly the same as the average salary factors for all ranks 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1 .00); and in the 1996-97 private study the average faculty salary factors 
were two percent lower than those for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Biological Sciences/Life Sciences in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of 1 .3 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was .3 percent below the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1 993-94 and 1 996-97 public and private studies in Biological Sciences/Life 
Sciences, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, 
indicating that in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of Biological 
Sciences/Life Sciences is well established in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Biological Sciences/Life Sciences in 
the 1993-94 public study and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies was higher than the hiring 
rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. However, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in the 1996-97 
public study was lower than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Biological Sciences/Life Sciences has now been developed, it is anticipated that this 
information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 
professors.

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Business Management and Administrative 
Services. The CP defines the discipline/major field of Business Management and Administrative 
Services as, 

A summary of groups of instructional programs that prepare 
individuals to perform managerial, research, and technical support 
functions related to the commercial and/ or non-profit production, 
buying, and selling of goods and services.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 187- 
-52).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Business Management and Administrative Services for both public and private institutions from the 
“baseline year” of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions 
which participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data 
from those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 
institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 
1996-97. Data from those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 



year. 



This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Business Management 
and Administrative Services for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including 
NEW ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the 
SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes 
in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fnnge 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 33.0 for associate profes- 
sors of Business Management and Administrative Services in the 1993-94 public study means that 
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33.0 percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 



The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.15 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Business 
Management and Administrative Services in the 1993-94 public study means that their average 
salary is 15 percent higher than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in 
that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of Business 
Management and Administrative Services with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Business 
Management and Administrative Services was reported in 88 of the 248 public institutions. The 
average salary of the 1,717 faculty was $52,639. This average salary was approximately 15 percent 
higher than the average salary of $45,639 for all 74, 1 23 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 
1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Business Management and 
Administrative Services was reported in 85 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary 
of the 1,559 faculty was $59,514. This average salary was approximately 21 percent higher than the 
average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public 
study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Business Management and Administrative Services in the public institutions studied was 13.1 
percent ($59,5 14 minus $52,639 equals $6,875). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween October 
1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase 
in Business Management and Administrative Services average faculty salaries over the three-year 
period by 4.5 percent or an average of 1 .5 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Business Management and Administrative Services 
(13.1%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 4.9 
percent less than the faculty in the discipline/major field of Business Management and 
Administrative Services. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Business Management and Administrative 
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Services is higher at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 31.5 percent vs. 28.3 
percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 35.8 percent vs. 23.7 percent. The differences in faculty mix 
percentage at the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public 
studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Business Management and 
Administrative Services in the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in 1993-94,3.1 percent (53/ 1,7 17) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74, 123) and lower in 1996-97,3.8 
percent (60/1,559) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Business Management and Administrative Services was reported in 45 of the 327 private 
institutions. The average salary of the 381 faculty was $56,692, an average salary 25.1 percent higher 
than the average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 
private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 44 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Business Management and Administrative Services. The average salary of the 
354 faculty was $56,850, an average salary 14.3 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 
for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Business Management and 
Administrative Services in the private institutions studied was 0.3 percent ($56,850 minus $56,692 
equals $158). The CPI increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Business Management 
and Administrative Services over the three-year time period, is 8.3 percent or 2.8 percent each year 
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below the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Business Management and Administrative Services (0.3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
increased their salaries 9.5 percent (9.8% minus 0.3% equals 9.5%) more than faculty in Business 
Management and Administrative Services. 

For the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies in the discipline/major field of Business 
Management and Administrative services, the faculty mix percentage is higher at the professor rank 
in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 28.9 percent vs. 32.0 percent(1993-94); and 33.3 
percent vs 27. 1 percent, (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 
34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Business Management and 
Administrative Services was lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 
private study: 2.1 percent (8/381) vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private 
study: 5.1 percent (18/354) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Business Management and Administrative Services and compares that information with both ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 
through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for 
private institutions— were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four 
studies. A total of 4,021 (1.8%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Business Management and 
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Administrative Services participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each 
of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public 
institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year 
and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Business Management and Administrative Services in 
1993-94 were 15 percent and 25 percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS ( 1.00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty 
salary factors for all ranks in Business Management and Administrative Services in 1996-97 were 
21 percent and 14 percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
(1 .00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8 .6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Business Management and Administrative Services in the public 
institutions received an average annual salary increase of 1.5 percent above the cost-of-living. In the 
private institutions the annual average salary increase was 2.8 percent below the cost-of-living. 

Third, with the exception of the 1993-94 public study in Business Management and 
Administrative Services, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant 
professor rank, indicating that in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of 
Business Management and Administrative Services is well established in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Business Management and 
Administrative Services in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and the 1993-94 private study 
was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS; however, in the 1996-97 private study the 
hiring rate for new assistant professors was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 
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Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Business Management and Administrative Services has now been developed, it is anticipated 
that this information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested 



administrators and professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMENT, GENERAL 

FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classificatio n 
of Instructional Programs *(C1£), 1990, including Business Administration and Management, 
General. The CIP defines the discipline/major field of Business Administration and Management, 
General as, 

A summary of groups of instructional programs that prepare 
individuals to provide services for moving goods and services from 
producer to consumer, and to manage such services.. 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 198- 
52.14).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Business Administration and Management, General for both public and private institutions from the 
“baseline year” of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions 
which participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data 
from those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 
institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 
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1996-97. Data from those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 
year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Business Administration 
and Management, General for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including 
NEW ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the 
SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes 
in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 

the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutionsthat reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentageof faculty in a given discipline/majorfield who 
hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 31.7 for associate professors 
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of Business Administration and Management, General in the 1993-94 public study means that 3 1 .7 
percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.17 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Business 
Administration and Management, General in the 1993-94 public study means that their average 
salary is 1 7 percent higher than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in 
that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of Business 
Administration and Management, General with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores, on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Business 
Administration and Management, General was reported in 179 of the 248 public institutions. The 
average salary of the 2,537 faculty was $53,753 . This average salary was approximately 17.8 percent 
higher than the average salary of $45,639 for all 74, 1 23 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 
1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above Business Administration and 
Management, General was reported in 180 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary 
of the 2,488 faculty was $58,734. This average salary was approximately 1 9 percent higher than the 
average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public 
study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Business Administration and Management, General in the public institutions studied was 9.3 percent 
($58,734 minus $53,753 equals $4,98 1 ). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1 993 
and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
Business Administration and Management, General average faculty salaries over the three-year 
period by .7 percent or an average of .2 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Business Administration and Management, General 
(9.3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 1.1 
percent less than the faculty in the discipline/major field of Business Administration and 
Management, General. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Business Management and 
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Administrative Services is lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 30.4 
percent vs. 3 1 .7 percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 32.0 percent vs. 27.6 percent. The differences 
in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and assistant professors in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs. 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 28.5 percent 
(1996-97). Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Business Administration and 
Management, General in the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
in 1993-94, 4.0 percent (102/2,537) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74, 123) and lower in 1996-97, 3.3 percent 
(82/2,488) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES; 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Business Administration and Management, General was reported in 235 of the 327 private 
institutions. The average salary of the 1,843 faculty was $53,792, an average salary 18.7 percent 
higher than the average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 240 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Business Administration and Management, General. The average salary of the 
1,847 faculty was $58,839, an average salary 18.3 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 
for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Business Administration and 
Management, General in the private institutions studied was 9.4 percent ($58,839 minus $53,792 
equals $5,047). The CPI increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Business 
Administration and Management, General over the three-year time period, is .8 percent or .3 percent 
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each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Business Administration and Management, General (9.4%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
increased their salaries .4 percent more than faculty in Architecture and Related Programs. 

For the 1993-94 and 1997-98 private studies in the discipline/major field of Business 
Administration and Management, General, the faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank 
in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 27.0 percent vs. 35.28 percent( 1993-94), and 29.8 
percent vs 30.0 percent, (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 3 1.1 percent (1993-94) and 
34.3 percent vs. 30. 1 percent ( 1 996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Business Administration and 
Management, General was lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 
private study: 3.7 percent (69/ 1,843) vs. 4.2 percent (l,491/35,438)and lower in the 1996-97 private 
study: 4.2 percent (77/1,847) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Business Administration and Management, General and compares that information with both ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 
through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for 
private institutions-were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year-a total of four 
studies. A total of 8,715 (4.0%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Business Administration and 
Management, General participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of 
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the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public 
institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year 
and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Business Administration and Management, General 
1993-94 were 1 8 percent and 19 percent higher than the average faculty salary factors for all ranks 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average 
faculty salary factors for all ranks in Business Administration and Management, General in 1996-97 
were 1 9 percent above and 1 8 percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS ( 1 .00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Business Administration and Management, General in the public 
institutions received an average annual salary increase of .2 percent above the cost-of-living. In the 
private institutions the annual average salary increase was .3 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, with the exception of the 1996-97 public studies in Business Administration and 
Management, General, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant 
professor rank. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Business Administration and 
Management, General in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 
private studies were lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Business Administration and Management, General has now been developed, it is 
anticipated that this information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested 
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administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
BUSINESS/MANAGERIAL ECONOMICS 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classificatjcm 

of Instructional Programs *tCIPL 1990, including Business/ManagerialEconomics. The CEP defines 

the discipline/major field of Business/Managerial Economics as. 

An instructional program that describes the application of economics 
principles to the analysis of the organization and operation of 
business enterprises. Includes instruction in monetary theory, 
banking and financial systems, theory of competition, pricing theory, 
wage and salary/incentive theory, analysis of markets and 
applications of econometrics and quantitative methods to the study of 
particular business and business problems.*

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Business/ManagerialEconomics for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 
1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
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those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Business/Managerial 
Economics for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST 
PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY 
FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of- 
living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/ESf” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 35.2 for associate profes- 
sors of Business/ManagerialEconomics in the 1993-94 public study means that 35.2 percent of the 
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faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 



The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.10 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of 
Business/Managerial Economics in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is 10 
percent higher than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire database for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Business/Managerial Economics with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of 
Business/Managerial Economics was reported in 85 of the 248 public institutions. The average 
salary of the 778 faculty was $50,974. This average salary was approximately 1 1.7 percent higher 
than the average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993- 
94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table, Business/Managerial Economics 
was reported in 86 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 702 faculty was 
$56,564. This average salary was approximately 14.6 percent higher than the average salary of 
$49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Business/Managerial Economics in the public institutions studied was 1 1.0 percent ($56,564 
minus $50,974 equals $5,590). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and 
October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
Business/Managerial Economics average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 2.4 percent 
or an average of .8 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Business/Managerial Economics (1 1.0%), the faculty in 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 2.8 percent less than the 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Business/Managerial Economics. 

In the 1 993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Business/ManagerialEconomics is higher 
at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 35. 1 percent vs. 26.6 percent; and higher 
in the 1996-97 study; 37.6 percent vs 23.8 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the 
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ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 
percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Business/Managerial Economics in 
the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 3.6 percent 
(28/778) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and lower in 1996-97, 3.3 percent (23/702) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 
The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Business/Managerial Economics was reported in 93 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 473 faculty was $50,057, an average salary 10.5 percent higher than the average 
salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 89 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Business/Managerial Economics . The average salary of the 447 faculty was 
$56,214, an average salary 13.0 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Business/Managerial Economics 
in the private institutions studied was 12.3 percent ($56,214 minus $50,057 equals $6,157). The 
CPI increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more 
realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Business/ManagerialEconomics over 
the three-year time period, is 3.7 percent or 1.2 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Business/ManagerialEconomics (12.3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
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salaries 2.5 percent (12.3% minus 9.8% equals 2.5%) less than faculty in Business/Managerial 
Economics. 

For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Business/ManagerialEconomics, the faculty 
mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank : 29.8 
percent vs. 31.5 percent (1993-94); and higher 32.4 percent vs 24.4 percent (1996-97). The 
differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both 
private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996- 
97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Business/Managerial Economics was 
lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.0 percent 
(14/473) vs. 4.2 percent(l,491/35,438)and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 1.8 percent (8/447) 
vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This euticle presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Business/Managerial Economics and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend 
year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— 
were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year-a total of four studies. A total of 2,400 
(1.1%) faculty in the discipline/majorfield of Business/ManagerialEconomics peuticipatedand were 
included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 
219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions 
in the United States peuticipated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
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significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Business/Managerial Economics in 1993-94 were 
12 percent and 10 percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS (1 .00). In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks 
in Business/Managerial Economics in 1996-97 were 15 percent above and 13 percent above the 
average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Business/Managerial Economics in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of .8 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was 1.2 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and the 1996-97 private study in 
Business/Managerial Economics, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the 
assistant professor rank; and for the 1993-94 private study it was lower, indicating that in both the 
public and private studies the discipline/major field of Business/Managerial Economics is still 
emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Business/Managerial Economics in the 
1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies was lower than 
the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Business/Managerial Economics has now been developed, it is anticipated that this 
information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 
professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
CHEMISTRY, GENERAL 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *( CIP ). 1990, including Chemistry, General. The CIP defines the 

discipline/major field of Chemistry, General as, 

A group of instructional programs that generally describes the 
scientific study of the composition and behavior of matter, including 
its micro- and macro-structure, the processes of chemical change, and 
the theoretical description and laboratory simulation of these 
phenomena.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 130— 

40.0501).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Chemistry, General for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to 
and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 
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This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Chemistry, General for 
both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new 
assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. 
Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living 
between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 24.4 for associate profes- 
sors of Chemistry, General in the 1993-94 public study means that 24.4 percent of the faculty in that 
discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 
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The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of .96 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Chemistry, 
General in the 1 993-94 public study means that their average salary is four percent lower than the 
average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire database for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Chemistry, General with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Chemistry, 
General was reported in 217 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 2,120 faculty 
was $47,979. This average salary was approximately 5.1 percent higher than the average salary of 
$45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Chemistry, General was reported 
in 125 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 2,087 faculty was $51,002. This 
average salary was approximately 3.3 percent higher than the average salary of $49,367 for all 
73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Chemistry, General in the public institutions studied was 6.3 percent ($51,002 minus $47,979 
equals $3,023). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Chemistry, General average 
faculty salaries over the three-year period by .3 percent or an average of . 1 percent each year below 
the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Chemistry, General (6.3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 2.2 percent more than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Chemistry, General. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Chemistry, General is higher at the 
professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 48.8 percent vs. 23.8 percent; and higher in the 
1996-97 study; 44.0 percent vs 25.4 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks 
of professor and assistantprofessor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent 
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vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Chemistry, General in the public 
studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94,4.7 percent (100/2,120) 
vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 5.0 percent (105/2,087) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 
The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Chemistry, General was reported in 27 1 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary 
of the 1,228 faculty was $47,286, an average salary 4.4 percent higher than the average salary of 
$45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 281 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Chemistry, General . The average salary of the 1,290 faculty was $51,108, an 
average salary 2.7 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Chemistry, General in the private 
institutions studied was 8.1 percent ($51,108 minus $47,286 equals $3,822). The CPI increased 
cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Chemistry, General over the three-year time period, is 
.5 percent or .2 percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Chemistry, General (8.1%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries 1.7 
percent (9.8% minus 8.1% equals 1.7%) more than faculty in Chemistry, General. 
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For both studies in the discipline/major field of Chemistry, General, the faculty mix 
percentage is higher at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank : 49.0 percent 
vs. 25.9 percent (1993-94); and 46.4 percent vs 28.4 percent (1996-97). The differences in the ranks 
of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 
percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Chemistry, General was higher than 
the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 5.4 percent (66/1,228) vs. 4.2 
percent (1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 5.3 percent (68/1,290) vs. 4.7 
percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Chemistry, General and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI 
over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996- 
97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions-were conducted 
for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 6,725 (3.1%) faculty 
in the discipline/major field of Chemistry, General participated and were included in the 53 
disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating 
faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States 
participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Chemistry, General in 1993-94 were five percent and 
four percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1 .00). 
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In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Chemistry, 
General in 1996-97 were the same as the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS (1.00). 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Chemistry, General in the public institutions received an average annual 
salary increase of . 1 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average 
salary increase was .2 percent below the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and private studies in Chemistry, General, the 
professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that 
in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of Chemistry, General is well 
established in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Chemistry, General in the 1993-94 and 
1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies was higher than the hiring 
rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Chemistry, General has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve 
as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
COMMUNICATIONS 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUPA) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Communications. The CIP defines the 

discipline/major field of Communications as, 

A summary of groups of Instructional Programs that describe the 
creation, transmission and evaluation of messages.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 68—09).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Communications for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and 
including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Communications for 
both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new 
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assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. 
Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living 
between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 26.4 for associate profes- 
sors of Communications in the 1993-94 public study means that 26.4 percent of the faculty in that 
discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies:

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PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.94 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of 
Communications in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is six percent lower 
than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Communications with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of 
Communications was reported in 177 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,803 
faculty was $40,299. This average salary was approximately 13.3 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Communications was reported in 
183 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,867 faculty was $44,403. This 
average salary was approximately 11.2 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 for all 
73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Communications in the public institutions studied was 1 0.2 percent ($44,403 minus $40,299 equals 
$4,104). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Communications average 
faculty salaries over the three-year period by 1.6 percent or an averageof.5 percent each year above 
the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Communications (10.2%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 2.03 percent less than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Communications. 

In the 1 993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Communications is lower at the professor 
rank than at the assistant professor rank: 23.5 percent vs. 36.9 percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 25.2 
percent vs. 33.7 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and 
assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent 
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(1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Communications in the public studies 
was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 3.5 percent (63/1,803) vs 4. 1 
percent (3,055/74, 123) and higher in 1996-97, 4.9 percent (91/1,867) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Communications was reported in 192 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of 
the 918 faculty was $38,525, an average salary 17.6 percent lower than the average salary of $45,301 
for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 204 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Communications. The average salary of the 1,007 faculty was $42,435, an 
average salary 1 7.3 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,2 1 4 faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Communications in the private 
institutions studied was 10.1 percent ($42,435 minus $38,525 equals $3,910). The CPI increased 
cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Communications over the three-year time period, is 1.5 
percent or .5 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Communications (10.1%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries .3 percent 
(10.1% minus 9.8% equals .3%) less than faculty in Communications. 

For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Communications, the faculty mix percentage 
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is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 18.8 percent vs. 40.8 
percent (1993-94); and 20.8 percent vs 38.5 percent, (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent 
vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Communications was higher than the 
hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 4.7 percent (43/918) vs. 4.2 
percent (1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 7.0 percent (70/1,007) vs. 4.7 
percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 



This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Communications and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over 
a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. 
Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— were conducted for 
the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 5,595 (2.6%) faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Communicationsparticipatedand were included in the 53 disciplines/major 
fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 
248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Communications 1993-94 were 12 percent and 15 
percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), 
respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in 
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Communications in 1996-97 were lOpercentand 15 percent below the average salary factors for all 
ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Communications in the public institutions received an average annual 
salary increase of .5 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average 
salary increase was also .5 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies in Communications, and in the 1993-94 and 
1996-97 private studies, the professor rank FAC MIXPCTS were lower than the assistant professor 
rank indicating that Communications is still emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Communications in the 1993-94 public 
study was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS, and for 1996-97 public studies and 
1993-94 private studies it was higher than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Communications has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve 
as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
COMPUTER AND INFORMATION SCIENCE 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUPA) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Computer and Information Science. The CIP 

defines the discipline/major field of Computer and Information Science as, 

A summary of groups of Instructional Programs that describe the 
design, development and operation of electronic data storage and 
processing systems, including hardware and software.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 70—11).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Computer and Information Science for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” 
of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated 
in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Computer and 
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Information Science for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW 
ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCX (faculty mix percentage), and the 
SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes 
in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does net include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 32.9 for associate profes- 
sors of Computer and Information Science in the 1993-94 public study means that 32.9 percent of 
the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
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ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1 . 1 5 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Computer and 
Information Science in the 1 993-94 public study means that their average salary is 1 5 percent higher 
than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/majorfield of Computer 
and Information Science with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/majorfield of Computer and 
Information Science was reported in 205 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
1,986 faculty was $51,082. This average salary was approximately 11.9 percent higher than the 
average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 
public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Computer and Information Science 
was reported in 214 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,935 faculty was 
$55,678. This average salary was approximately 12.8 percent higher than the average salary of 
$49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Computer and Information Science in the public institutions studied was 9.0 percent ($55,678 
minus $51,082 equals $4,596). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and 
October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
Computer and Information Science average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 3.3 percent 
or an average of 1.1 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Computer and Information Science (9.0%), the faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 0.8 percent less than the 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Computer and Information Science. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Computer and Information Science is 
lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 25.4 percent vs. 33.6 percent; in the 
1996-97 study it is 28.9 percent vs. 27.6 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the 
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ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 
percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Computer and Information Science in 
the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 3.9 percent 
(78/1,986) vs4.1percent(3,055/74,123)and lower in 1996-97, 3.8 percent (73/1,935) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 
The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Computer and Information Science was reported in 220 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 908 faculty was $47, 108, which was 4.0 percent higher than the average salary 
of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 221 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Computer and Information Science. The average salary of the 867 faculty was 
$51,462, an average salary 3.4 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Computer and Information 
Science in the private institutions studied was 9.2 percent ($5 1,462 minus $47,108 equals $4,354). 
The CPI increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more 
realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Computer and Information Science over 
the three-year time period, is .6 percent or .2 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Computer and Information Science (9.2%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
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salaries .6 percent (9.8% minus 9.2% equals .6%) more than faculty in Computer and Information 
Science. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of Computer and Information Science, the 
faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank; 
20.9 percent vs. 36.6 percent (1993-94); and 23.3 percent vs 33.2 percent, (1996-97). The differences 
in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies 
are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Computer and Information Science was 
lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.4 percent 
(31/908) vs. 4.2 percent (1,49 1/3 5, 43 8) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 4.8 percent (42/867) 
vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Computer and Information Science and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend 
year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— 
were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 5,696 
(2.6%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Computer and Information Science participated and 
were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total 
of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private 
institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
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salary factors in the discipline/major field of Computer and Information Science 1993-94 were 12 
percent and 4 percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
(1.00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all 
ranks in Computer and Information Science in 1996-97 were 13 percent and 3 percent above the

average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Computer and Information Science in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of 1 . 1 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was .2 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies 
in Computer and Information Science , the professor rank FAC MIX PCX s are lower than those for 
the assistant professor rank, indicating that in both the public and private studies the 
discipline/major field of Computer and Information Science is still emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Computer and Informai;ion Science in 
the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 private study was lower than the hiring 
rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. However, in the 1996-97 private study the hiring rate for new 
assistant professors was higher than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Computer and Information Science has now been developed, it is anticipated that this 
information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 
professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
COUNSELOR EDUCATION/STUDENT COUNSELING AND GUIDANCE SERVICES 

FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs * (CIP L 1990, including Counselor Education/Student Counseling and 

Guidance Services. The CIP defines the discipline/major field of Counselor Education/Student 

Counseling and Guidance Services as. 

An instructional program that prepares individuals to apply the theory 
and principles of guidance and counseling to the provision of support 
for the personal, social, educational, and vocational development of 
students, and the organizing of guidance services within elementary, 
middle and secondary educational institutions. Includes instruction 
in legal and professional requirements, therapeutic counselor 
intervention, vocational counseling, and related socio-psychological 
foundations.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.:

13.1101).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Counselor Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services for both public and private 
institutions from the “baseline year” of 1 993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1 996-97. Of the 
307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 
1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 
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year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also 
participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year 
and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Counselor 
Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services for both public and private participating 
institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT 
(faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI s 
(Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of the two study 
years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 
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The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 28.0 for associate profes- 
sors of Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance Services in the 1 993-94 public study 
means that 28.0 percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate 
professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.94 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Counselor 
Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance Services in the 1993-94 public study means that their 
average salary is six percent lower than the average salary for all associate professors in all 
institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of Counselor 
Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Counselor 
Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services was reported in 73 of the 248 public 
institutions. The average salary of the 517 faculty was $44,663. This average salary was 
approximately 2.2 percent lower than the average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Counselor Education/Student 
Counseling and Guidance Services was reported in 80 of the same 248 public institutions. The 
average salary of the 540 faculty was $47,397. This average salary was approximately 4.2 percent 
lower than the averagesalary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996- 
97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance Services in the public institutions studied 
was 6. 1 percent ($47,397 minus $44,663 equals $2,734). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween 
October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative 
increase in Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance Services average faculty salaries 
over the three-year period by 2.5 percent or an average of 0.8 percent each year below the cost-of- 
living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Counselor Education/Student Counseling and Guidance 
Services (6.1%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries 
of 2.1 percent more than the faculty in the discipline/major field of Counselor Education/Student 
Counseling and Guidance Services. 
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In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Counselor Education/StudentCounseling 
and Guidance Services is higher at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 40.8 
percent vs. 28.6 percent; and lower in 1996-97 study it is 33.1 percent vs. 34.6 percent. The 
differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent 
vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Counselor Education/Student 
Counseling and Guidance Services in the public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 6.2 percent (3 2/5 17) vs 4. 1 percent (3, 055/74, 123) and higher in 1996- 
97, 7.6 percent (41/540) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1 993-94 AND 1 996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance Services was reported in 30 of the 
327 private institutions. The average salary of the 110 faculty was $44,1 1 1, an average salary 2.7 
percent lower than the average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 
the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 27 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance Services . The average 
salary of the 1 17 faculty was $49,041, an average salary 1.5 percent lower than the average salary 
of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Counselor Education/Student 
Counseling and Guidance Services in the private institutions studied was 1 1.2 percent ($49,041 
minus $44,1 1 1 equals $4,930). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 
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1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of 
Counselor Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services over the three-year time period, 
is 2.6 percent or .9 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Counselor Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services (1 1.2%), the faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries 1.4 percent (11.2% minus 9.8% equals 1.4%) less than 
faculty in Counselor Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services. 

For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Counselor Education/StudentCounselingand 
Guidance Services , the faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the 
assistant professor rank: 35.5 percent vs. 37.3 percent (1993-94); and 32.5 percent vs 35.0 percent, 
( 1 996-97). The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
for both private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 3 1 . 1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30. 1 percent 
(1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Counselor Education/Student 
Counseling and Guidance Services was higher than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
1993-94 private study: 8.2 percent (9/1 10) vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and lower in the 1996-97 
private study: 3.4 percent (4/1 17) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 

CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Counselor Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services and compares that information 
with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” 
of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies--one for public institutions, and the 



other for private institutions-wereconducted for the baseline year and for the trend year-a total of 
four studies. A total of 984 (0.5%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Counselor 
Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services participated and were included in the 53 
disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating 
faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States 
participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance 
Services for 1 993-94 were two percent and three percent below the average faculty salary factors for 
all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. In both the public and private studies for 
1996-97 the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Counselor Education/Student Counseling 
and Guidance Services in 1 996-97 were four percent and one percent below the average faculty the 
average salary factor for all rank in ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance Services in the 
public institutions received an average annual salary increase of .8 percent below the cost-of-living. 
In the private institutions the annual average salary increase was .9 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in the 1993-94 public study in Counselor Education/Student Counseling and 
Guidance Services , the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs is higher than those for the assistant 
professor rank, and for the 1996-97 public study the professor rank FAC MIX PCT is lower. In both 
the 1 993-94 and 1 996-97 private studies in Counselor Education/StudentCounseling and Guidance 
Services, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for assistant professor rank, 
indicating that in the private studies the discipline/major field of Counselor Education/Student 
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Counseling and Guidance Services is still emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Counselor Education/Student 
Counseling and Guidance Services in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 
private study were higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. However, the hiring rate 
for new assistant professors in the 1996-97 private study was lower than the hiring rate for ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Counselor Education/Student Counseling and Guidance Services has now been developed, 
it is anticipated that this information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for 
interested administrators and professors.

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(C1P), 1990, including Curriculum and Instruction. The CIP defines the 

discipline/major field of Curriculum and Instruction as. 

An instructional program that describes the study of the curriculum 
and related instructional processes and tools, and that may prepare 
individuals to serve as professional curriculum specialists. Includes 
instruction in curriculum theory, curriculum design and planning, 
instructional material design and evaluation, curriculum evaluation, 
and applications to specific subject-matter, programs or education 
levels.*

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Curriculum and Instruction for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993- 
94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
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those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Curriculum and 
Instruction for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST 
PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY 
FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of- 
living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 26.9 for associate profes- 
sors of Curriculum and Instruction in the 1993-94 public study means that 26.9 percent of the 
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faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 



The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.99 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Curriculum and 
Instruction in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is one percent lower than the 
average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Curriculum and Instruction with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Curriculum 
and Instruction was reported in 63 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 963 
faculty was $43,917. This average salary was approximately 3.9 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Curriculum and Instruction was 
reported in 73 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,105 faculty was 
$45,309. This average salary was approximately9.0 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 
for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Curriculum and Instruction in the public institutions studied was 3.2 percent ($45,309 minus 
$43,917 equals $1,392). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 
was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Curriculum and 
Instruction average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 5.4 percent or an average of 1.8 
percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Curriculum and Instruction (3.2%), the faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 5.1 percent more than the faculty 
in the discipline/major field of Curriculum and Instruction. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Curriculum and Instruction is higher at 
the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 35.2 percent vs. 30.9 percent; in the 1996-97 
study it is 30.7 percent vs. 33.3 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent 
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vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Curriculum and Instruction in the public 
studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 5.0 percent (48/963) 
vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 6.3 percent (70/1,105) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Curriculum and Instruction was reported in 16 of the 327 private institutions. The average 
salary of the 104 faculty was $46,948, an average salary 3.6 percent higher than the average salary 
of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 13 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Curriculum and Instruction. The average salary of the 89 faculty was $51,543, 
an average salary 3.6 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Curriculum and Instruction in 
the private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($51,543 minus $46,948 equals $4,595). The CPI 
increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic 
increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Curriculum and Instruction over the three-year 
time period, is 1 .2 percent or .4 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Curriculum and Instruction (9.8%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries 
virtually the same percentage as faculty in Curriculum and Instruction. 
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For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Curriculum and Instruction, the faculty mix 
percentage is higher at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 41.3 percent 
vs. 3 1 .7 percent (1993-94); and 37. 1 percent vs 3 1 .5 percent, (1996-97). The differences in the ranks 
of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 
percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Curriculum and Instruction was higher 
than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 4.8 percent (5/104) vs. 
4.2 percent (l,491/35,438)and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 2.2 percent (2/89) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Curriculum and Instruction and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the 
CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 
1996-97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions-were 
conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year-a total of four studies. A total of 2,26 1 (1.0%) 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Curriculum and Instruction participated and were included 
in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 
participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the 
United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Curriculum and Instruction 1993-94 were 4 percent 
below and 4 percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
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(1.00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all 
ranks in Curriculum and Instruction in 1996-97 were eight percent below and four percent above the 
average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Curriculum and Instruction in the public institutions received an average 
annual salary increase of 1.8 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual 
average salary increase was .4 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, with the exception of the 1996-97 public study in Curriculum and Instruction, the 
professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that 
in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of Curriculum and Instruction is 
firmly established and ongoing in the academy. 

Finally, with the exception of the 1996-97 private study, the hiring rate for new assistant 
professors was higher than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Curriculum and Instruction has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information 
will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
DRAMA/THEATER ARTS, GENERAL 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Drama/Theater Arts, General. The CIP defines 

the discipline/major field of Drama/Theater Arts, General as, 

An instructional program that generally describes the study of 
dramatic works and their performance. Includes instruction in major 
works of dramatic literature, dramatic styles and types, and the 
principles of organizing and producing full productions,* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 164— 

50.0501).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Drama/Theater Arts, General for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 
1993-94 to and includingthe “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 
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This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Drama/Theater Arts, 
General for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF 
(new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. 
Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living 
between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 3 1 .8 for associate profes- 
sors of Drama/Theater Arts, General in the 1993-94 public study means that 31.8 percent of the 
faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 
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The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.91 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Drama/Theater 
Arts, General in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is nine percent lower than 
the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Drama/Theater Arts, General with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/majorfield of Drama/Theater 
Arts, General was reported in 152 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 942 
faculty was $41,277. This average salary was approximately 10.6 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table, Drama/Theater Arts, General was 
reported in 153 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 943 faculty was 
$44^480. This average salary was approximately 1 1 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 
for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Drama/Theater Arts, General in the public institutions studied was 7.6 percent ($44,480 minus 
$41,277 equals $3,203). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 
was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Drama/Theater Arts, 
General average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 1 .0 percent or an average of .3 percent 
each year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Drama/Theater Arts, General (7.6%), the faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 0.6 percent more than the faculty 
in the discipline/major field of Drama/Theater Arts, General. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Drama/Theater Arts, General is lower at 
the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 30.7 percent vs. 32.1 percent; in the 1996-97 
study it is 30.8 percent vs. 30.2 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent

vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Drama/Theater Arts, General in the 
public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 5.5 percent 
(52/942) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74, 123) and higher in 1996-97, 5.9 percent (56/943) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 
The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Drama/Theater Arts, General was reported in 163 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 507 faculty was $38,603, an average salary 1 7.4 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 159 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Drama/Theater Arts, General. The average salary of the 552 faculty was 
$42,538, an average salary 17.0 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Drama/Theater Arts, General in 
the private institutions studied was 10.2 percent ($42,538 minus $38,603 equals $3,935). The CPI 
increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic 
increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Drama/Theater Arts, General over the three- 
year time period, is 1.6 percent or .5 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Drama/Theater Arts, General (10.2%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
salaries .4 percent (10.2% minus 9.8% equals .4%) less than faculty in Drama/Theater Arts, General. 
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For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Drama/Theater Arts, General the faculty mix 
percentage is lower at the professor rank in 1993-94 in comparison to the assistant professor rank 
and higher in the 1996-97: 22.9 percent vs. 40.6 percent; and 22.6 percent vs 36.8 percent, 
respectively. The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 
30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Drama/Theater Arts, General was 
higher than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 6.5 percent 
(33/507) vs. 4.2 percent (1,49 1/3 5,43 8) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 6.5 percent (34/552) 
vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Drama/Theater Arts, General and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and 
the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” 
of 1 996-97 . Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions-were 
conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 2,944 (1.3%) 
faculty in the discipline/majorfield of Drama/Theater Arts, General participated and were included 
in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 
participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the 
United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Drama/Theater Arts, General in 1993-94 were 10 
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percent and 15 percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS ( 1 .00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors 
for all ranks in Drama/Theater Arts, General in 1996-97 were 10 percent and 15 percent below the 
average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Drama/Theater Arts, General in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of .3 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was .5 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 public and the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies in 
Drama/Theater Arts, General, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for the 
assistant professor rank, and in the 1996-97 public study it was higher, indicating that in both the 
public and private studies the discipline/majorfield of Drama/Theater Arts, General is still emerging 
in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Drama/Theater Arts, General in the 
1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies were higher 
than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic disc ip line/ major 
field of Drama/Theater Arts, General has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information 
will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ECONOMICS, GENERAL 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Economics, General. The CIP defines the 

discipline/major field of Economics, General as. 

An instructional program that generally describes the systematic 
study of the production, conservation and allocation of resources in 
conditions of scarcity, together with the organizational frameworks 
related to these processes. Includes instruction in economic theory, 
micro-and macro-economics, comparative economic systems, money 
and banking systems, international economics, quantitative analytical 
methods, and applications to specific industries and public policy 
issues.*

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Economics, General for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to 
and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
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institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Economics, General 
for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new 
assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. 
Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living 
between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work. Singe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 28.5 for associate profes- 
sors of Economics, General in the 1993-94 public study means that 28.5 percent of the faculty in 
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that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 



The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.10 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Economics, 
General in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is ten percent higher than the 
average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Economics, General with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Economics, 
General was reported in 1 3 1 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1 ,1 89 faculty 
was $52,1 14. This average salary was approximately 14.2 percent higher than the average salary of 
$45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Economics, General was reported 
in 127 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,082 faculty was $56,982. This 
average salary was approximately 15.4 percent higher than the average salary of $49,367 for all 
73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Economics, General in the public institutions studied was 9.3 percent ($56,982 minus $52,114 
equals $4,868). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Economics, General average 
faculty salaries over the three-year period by .7 percent or an average of .2 percent each year above 
the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Economics, General (9.3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 1.1 percent less than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Economics, General. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Economics, General is higher at the 
professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 40.3 percent vs. 27.0 percent; in the 1996-97 
study it is 46.1 percent vs. 20.7 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent 
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vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Economics, General in the public 
studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 2.6 percent (3 1/1,189) 
vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and lower in 1996-97, 3.1 percent (34/1,082) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 
The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Economics, General was reportedin 149 ofthe 327 private institutions. The average salary 
of the 724 faculty was $53,139, an average salary 17.3 percent higher than the average salary of 
$45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 148 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Economics, General. The average salary of the 740 faculty was $60,317, an 
average salary 23 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Economics, General in the 
private institutions studied was 13.5 percent ($60,317 minus $53,139 equals $7,178). The CPI 
increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic 
increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Economics, General over the three-year time 
period, is 4.9 percent or 1 .6 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Economics, General (13.5%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries 3.7 
percent (13.5% minus 9.8% equals 3.7%) less than faculty in Economics, General. 
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For the 1993-94 study in the discipline/major field of Economics, General the faculty mix 
percentage is higher at the professorrank in comparison to the assistant professor rank : 36.0 percent 
vs. 28.3 percent; and higher in 1996-97 study, 37.8 percent vs 25.8 percent. The differences in the 
ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 
percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Economics, General was lower than 
the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 4.0 percent (29/724) vs. 4.2 
percent (1,49 1/3 5, 43 8) and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 3.2 percent (24/740) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Economics, General and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI 
over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996- 
97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions-were conducted 
for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 3,735 (1 .7%) faculty 
in the discipline/major field of Economics, General participated and were included in the 53 
disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating 
faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States 
participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Economics, General in 1993-94 were 14 percent and 
17 percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00). 
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In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Economics, 
General in 1996-97 were 15 percent and 21 percent above the average salary factors for all ranks 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Economics, General in the public institutionsreceived an average annual 
salary increase of .2 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average 
salary increase was 1 .6 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and private studies in Economics, General, 
the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating 
that in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of Economics, General is well 
established in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Economics, General in both the public 
and private studies for all study years was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Economics, General has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve 
as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
EDUCATION 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUPA) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
of Instructional Programs *( CIP L 1990, including Education. The CIP defines the discipline/major 
field of Education as, 

A summary of groups of Instructional Programs that describe the 
theory and practice of learning and teaching, and related research, 
administrative and support service.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.; 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 74—13).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Education for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and 
including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1 993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Education for both 
public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant 
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professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons 
are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living between the two 
studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1 982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 29.4 for associate profes- 
sors of Education in the 1993-94 public study means that 29.4 percent of the faculty in that 
discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies:

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PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, 
a SALARY FACTOR of 0.94 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Education 
in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is six percent lower than the average 
salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire database for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/majorfield of Education 
with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages. 
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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/majorfield of Education was 
reported in 178 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary ofthe 3,986 faculty was $42,818. 
This average salary was approximately 6.6 percent lower than the average salary of $45,639 for all 
74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Education was reported in 168 of 
the same 248 public institutions. The average salary ofthe 3,888 faculty was $47,676. This average 
salary was approximately 3. 5 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Education in the public institutions studied was 11.3 percent ($47,676 minus $42,818 equals 
$4,858). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Education average faculty 
salaries over the three-year period by 2.7 percent or an average of .9 percent each year above the 
cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Education ( 1 1.3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
received a relative increase in their salaries of 3. 1 percent less than the faculty in the discipline/major 
field of Education. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Education is higher at the professor rank 
than at the assistant professor rank: 32.9 percent vs. 31.6 percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 29.9 
percent vs. 33.4 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and 
assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent 
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(1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Education in the public studies was 
higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4.9 percent (194/3,986) vs 4.1 
percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 5.5 percent (215/3,888) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field ofEducation was reported in 229 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of the 1,609 
faculty was $40, 1 04, an average salary 1 3 .0 percent lower than the average salary of $45 ,301 for all 
35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 236 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Education. The average salary of the 1,717 faculty was $43,881, an average 
salary 13.4 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,2 14 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Education in the private 
institutions studied was 9.4 percent ($43,881 minus $40,104 equals $3,777). The CPI increased 
cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries ofEducation over the three-year time period, is .8 percent 
or .3 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Education (9.4%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries .4 percent (9.8% 
minus 9.4% equals .4%) more than faculty in Education. 
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For both studies in the discipline/major field of Education, the faculty mix percentage is 
lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank; 27.2 percent vs. 34.5 
percent (1993-94); and 24.8 percent vs 36.5 percent, (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent 
vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Education was higher than the hiring 
rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 5.8 percent (94/1609) vs. 4.2 percent 
(1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 6.2 percent (106/1717) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Education and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a 
period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1 993-94 through the “trend year” of 1 996-97 . Two 
studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— were conducted for the 
baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 1 1,200 (5.1%) faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Education participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields 
in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 
public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Education 1993-94 were 6 percent and 11 percent 
below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1 .00), respectively.

In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Education 
in 1996-97 were 3 percent and 12 percent below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8 .6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Education in the public institutions received an average annual salary 
increase of .9 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average salary 
increase was .3 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in the 1993-94 public study in Education, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are 
higher than those for the assistant professor rank, and lower for the professor level for the 1 996-97 
public and the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies. This would indicate that in both the public and 
private studies the discipline/major field of Education is still emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rates of new assistant professors in Education in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 
public studies, and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies were higher than the hiring rate for 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Education has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve as a 
valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

SALARY-TREND STLEDY OF FACULTY IN 
EDUCATION ADMINISTRATION AND SUPERVISION, GENERAL 

FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen fi’om among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *( C1P L 1990, including Education Administration and Supervision. The 

CIP defines the discipline/major field of Education Administration and Supervision as. 

An instructional program that generally describes the study of the 
principles and techniques of administering a wide variety of schools 
and other educational organizations and facilities, supervising 
educational personnel at the school of staff level, and that may 
prepare individuals as general administrators and supervisors.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P.75— 

0401).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Education Administration and Supervision for both public and private institutions from the “baseline 
year” of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data Ifom 
those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 
institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 
1996-97. Data fi’om those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 
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year. 



This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Education 
Administration and Supervision for both public and private participating institutions by rank, 
including NEW ASST PROF (new assistantprofessor),the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), 
and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) 
changes in cost-of-livingbetween the two studies for each of the two study years (1 993-94 and 1996- 
97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fnnge 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 

the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 30.9 for associate profes- 
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sors of Educational Administration and Supervision in the 1993-94 public study means that 30.9 
percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.98 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Education 
Administration and Supervision in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is two 
percent lower than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/majorfield of Education 
Administration and Supervision with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES; 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Educational 
Administration and Supervision was reported in 79 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary 
of the 585 faculty was $47,053. This average salary was approximately 3. 1 percent higher than the 
average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 
public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Educational Administration and 
Supervision was reported in 87 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 588 
faculty was $51,249. This average salary was approximately 3.8 percent higher than the average 
salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Educational Administration and Supervision in the public institutions studied was 8.9 percent 
($51,249 minus $47,053 equals $4,196). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 
and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
Educational Administration and Supervision average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 
.3 percent or an average of .1 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Educational Administration and Supervision (8.9%), the 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of .7 percent less than 
the faculty in the discipline/major field of Educational Administration and Supervision. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Educational Administration and 
Supervision is higher at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 44.6 percent vs. 23.1 
percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 41.5 percent vs. 25.0 percent. The differences in faculty mix 
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percentage at the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public 
studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Educational Administration and 
Supervision in the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993- 
94, 2.1 percent (12/585) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 6.0 percent (35/588) 
vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Educational Administration and Supervision was reported in 25 of the 327 private 
institutions. The average salary of the 79 faculty was $42,275, an average salary 7.2 percent lower 
than the average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 
private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 19 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Educational Administration and Supervision. The average salary of the 73 
faculty was $47,537, an average salary 4.7 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 
36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Educational Administration and 
Supervision in the private institutions studied was 12.5 percent ($47,537 minus $42,275 equals 
$5,262). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. 
A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Educational Administration 
and Supervision over the three-year time period, is 3.9 percent or 1.3 percent each year above the 
cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 



private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Educational Administration and Supervision (12.5%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
increased their salaries 2.7 percent (12.5% minus 9.8% equals 2.7%) less than faculty in Educational 
Administration and Supervision. 

For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Educational Administrationand Supervision, 
the faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor 
rank: 25.3 percent vs. 30.4 percent (1993-94); and 26.0 percent vs 31.5 percent, (1996-97). The 
differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both 
private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996- 
97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Educational Administration and 
Supervision was higher than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 
11.4 percent (9/79) vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 6.8 
percent (5/73) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 

CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Educational Administrationand Supervision and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the 
“trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private 
institutions— were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A 
total of 1,325 (.6%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Educational Administration and 
Supervision participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four 
studies and in the overall total of 2 19,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and 
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the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the 
trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in the public and private studies, the average faculty salary 
factors in the discipline/major field of Educational Administration and Supervision 1993-94 were 
three percent above and seven percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. In the public and private studies the average faculty salary 
factors for all ranks in Educational Administration and Supervision in 1996-97 were four percent 
above and four percent below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
(1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8 .6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Educational Administration and Supervision in the public institutions 
received an average annual salary increase of . 1 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private 
institutions the annual average salary increase was 1.3 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies in Educational Administration and 
Supervision, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor 
rank, and in the private 1993-94 and 1996-97 studies the FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for 
the assistant professor rank. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Educational Administration and 
Supervision in the 1993-94 public study was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 
However, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in the 1 996-97 public study and in the 1993-94 
and 1996-97 private studies was higher than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Educational Administration and Supervision has now been developed, it is anticipated that 
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this information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators 



and professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
EDUCATIONAL/INSTRUCTIONAL MEDIA TECHNOLOGY/TECHNICIAN 

FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Educational/Instructional Media 

Tech./Technician. The CIP defines the discipline/major field of Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician as. 

An instructional program that prepares individuals to assist 
instructional media designers and other communications 
professionals in preparing educational and training films, tapes, 
recordings, videos, slides and overheads, and in operating related 
technical equipment.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P.69— 

10 . 0101 ).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Educational/InstructionalMedia Tech./Technician for both public and private institutions from the 
“baseline year” of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions 
which participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data 
from those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 
institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 
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1996-97. Data from those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 



year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of 
Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician for both public and private participating 
institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT 
(faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s 
(Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-livingbetween the two studies for each of the two study 
years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
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who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCX factor of 32.7 for associate profes- 
sors of Educational/Instructional Media Tech. /Technician in the 1993-94 public study means that 
32.7 percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.92 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of 
Educational/Instructional Media/Technician in the 1993-94 public study means that their average 
salary is eight percent lower than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in 
that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Educational/Instructional Media Tech/Technician with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 



comparison of averages. 
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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of 
Educational/InstructionalMedia Tech./Technician was reported in 22 of the 248 public institutions. 
The average salary of the 150 faculty was $40,418. This average salary was approximately 12.9 
percent lower than the average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 
the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table, Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technicianwas reported in 28 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
160 faculty was $48,005. This average salary was approximately 2.8 percent lower than the average 
salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician in the public institutions studied was 18.8 
percent ($48,005 minus $40,4 1 8 equals $7,587). The CPI of increase cost-of-livingbetween October 
1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase 
in Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician average faculty salaries over the three-year 
period by 10.2 percent or an average of 3.4 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Educational/Instructional Media Tech. /Technician 
(18.8%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 10.6 
percent less than the faculty in the discipline/major field of Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician is lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 22.7 percent vs.

327 



30.0 percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 3 1 .3 percent vs. 34.4 percent. The differences in faculty mix 
percentage at the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public 
studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician in the public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 
1993-94, 5.3 percent (8/150) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 5.6 percent 
(9/160) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician was reported in 26 of the 327 private 
institutions. The average salary of the 72 faculty was $38, 1 10, an average salary 1 8.9 percent lower 
than the average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 
private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 17 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician. The average salary of the 
5 1 faculty was $42,468, an average salary 1 7.2 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for 
all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician in the private institutions studied was 1 1.4 percent ($42,468 minus $38,1 10 equals 
$4,358). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. 
A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Educational/Instructional 
Media Tech./Technician over the three-year time period, is 2.8 percent or 0.9 percent each year 
above the cost-of-living. 
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The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Educational/InstructionalMedia Tech./Technician (1 1 .4%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
increased their salaries 1.6 percent (11.4% minus 9.8% equals 1.6%) less than faculty in 
Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician. 

For the 1993-94 study in the discipline/major field of Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician, the faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the 
assistant professor rank: 13.9 percent vs. 40.3 percent; and higher in the 1996-97 study at the 
professor rank: 35.3 percent vs 3 1 .4 percent. The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant 
professor in ALL MAJORFIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percentvs. 31.1 percent (1993- 
94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician was higher than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private 
study: 6.9 percent (5/72) vs. 4.2 percent (I,49I/35,438)and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 2.0 
percent (1/51) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician and compares that information with both ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 
through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for 
private institutions— were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four 
studies. A total of 433 (.2%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the 
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four studies and in the overall total of 2 1 9,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions 
and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the 
trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician 
1993-94 were 11 percent and 16 percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty 
salary factors for all ranks in Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician in 1996-97 were 
three percent and 1 3 percent below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
(1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician in the public 
institutions received an average annual salary increase of 3.4 percent above the cost-of-living. In the 
private institutions the annual average salary increase was 0.9 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Except in the 1996-97 private study in Educational/Instructional Media Tech./Technician, 
the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for the assistant professor "ank, indicating 
that in both the public and private studies the discipline/major field of Educational/Instructional 
Media Tech./Technician is still emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Educational/Instructional Media 
Tech./Technician in the 1 993-94 & 1 996-97 public studies and the 1 993-94 private study was higher 
than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. The hiring rate for new assistant professors in the 
1996-97 private study was lower than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
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field of Educational/InstructionalMedia Tech./Technicianhas now been developed, it is anticipated 
that this information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested 
administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ENGINEERING 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
of Instructional Programs *(Cff), 1990, includingEngineering.TheCff defines the discipline/major 
field of Engineering as, 

A summary of groups of instructional programs that prepares 
individuals to apply mathematical and scientific principles to the 
solution of practical problems for the benefit of society.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 85—14).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Engineering for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and 
including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1 993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Engineering for both 
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public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant 
professor), the FAC MIX PCX (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons 
are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living between the two 
studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study informationwith the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 32. 1 for associate profes- 
sors of Engineering in the 1993-94 public study means that 32.1 percent of the faculty in that 
discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
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ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1 . 1 9 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Engineering in 
the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is 19 percent higher than the average salary 
for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Engineering with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Engineering 
was reported in 74 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 2,654 faculty was 
$57,341. This average salary was approximately 25.6 percent higher than the average salary of 
$45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Engineering was reported in 80 
of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 2,646 faculty was $62,713. This 
average salary was approximately 27.0 percent higher than the average salary of $49,367 for all 
73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Engineering in the public institutions studied was 8.6 percent ($62,713 minus $57,341 equals 
$5,372). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Engineering average faculty 
salaries over the three-year period virtually equal to the CPI increase for the same period of time. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Engineering (8.6%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of .4 percent less than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Engineering . 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Engineering is higher at the professor rank 
than at the assistant professor rank: 38.9 percent vs. 27.3 percent; in the 1996-97 study it is 39.5 
percent vs. 24.4 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and 
assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent 
(1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 
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Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Engineering in the public studies was 
lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 3.9 percent (104/2,654) vs 4.1 
percent (3,055/74, 123) and lower in 1996-97,3.6 percent (95/2,646) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES; 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Engineering was reported in 53 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of the 
1 ,727 faculty was $62,583, an average salary 38.2 percent higher than the average salary of $45,301 
for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 56 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Engineering . The average salary of the 1,817 faculty was $68,187, an average 
salary 39.0percenthigher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Engineering in the private 
institutions studied was 9.0 percent ($68,187 minus $62,583 equals $5,604). The CPI increased 
cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Engineering over the three-year time period, is .4 percent 
or .1 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 8.3 percent ($49,048 minus $45,301 equals $3,747). In comparison 
to Engineering (9.0%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries .7 percent 
(9.0% minus 8.3% equals .7%) less than faculty in Engineering. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of Engineering, the faculty mix percentage is 
higher at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 46.3 percent vs. 22.7 
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percent (1993-94); and 48.2 percent vs 20.3 percent, (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent 
vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Engineering was lower than the hiring 
rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.2 percent (56/1,727) vs. 4.2 percent 
(1,491/35,438) and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 2.1 percent (38/1,817) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Engineering and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a 
period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two 
studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— were conducted for the 
baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 8,844 (4.0%) faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Engineering participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major 
fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 
248 public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Engineering 1993-94 were 26 percent and 38 percent 
above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1 .00), respectively. 
In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Engineering 
in 1996-97 were 27 percent and 37 percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL 
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MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Engineering in the public institutions received an average annual salary 
increase of .4 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average salary 
increase was .1 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and private studies in Engineering, the 
professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that 
in both the public and private studies the discipline/majorfield of Engineering is well established 
in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistantprofessors in Engineering in the 1 993-94 and 1 996-97 
public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. The hiring rate for new 
assistant professors in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies was lower than the hiring rate for 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS as well. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Engineering has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve as a 
valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ENGINEERING-RELATED TECHNOLOGIES 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Engineering-Related Technologies. The CIP 

defines the discipline/major field of Engineering-Related Technologies as, 

A summary of groups of instructional programs that prepare 
individuals to apply basic engineering principles and technical skills 
in support of engineering and related projects.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 93—15).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Engineering-RelatedTechnologies for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” 
of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated 
in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1 993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Engineering-Related 
Technologies for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST 



PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY 
FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of- 
living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 34.6 for associate profes- 
sors of Engineering-Related Technologies in the 1993-94 public study means that 34.6 percent of 
the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
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PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.00 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Engineering- 
Related Technologies in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is virtually the 
same as the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire database for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Engineering-Related Technologies with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Engineering- 
Related Technologies was reported in 89 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
1,127 faculty was $43,263. This average salary was approximately 5.5 percent lower than the 
average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 
public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table, Engineering-RelatedTechnologies 
was reported in 86 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 1,017 faculty was 
$47,641 . This average salary was approximately 3.6 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 
for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Engineering-Related Technologies in the public institutions studied was 10.1 percent ($47,641 
minus $43,263 equals $4,378). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and 
October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
Engineering-Related Technologies average faculty salaries over the three-year period by 1 .5 percent 
or an average of .5 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Engineering-Related Technologies (10.1%), the faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 1.0 percent less than the 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Engineering-Related Technologies. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Engineering-Related Technologies is 
lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 24.8 percent vs. 32.7 percent; in the 
1996-97 study it is 26.3 percent vs. 30.7 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the 
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ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 
percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Engineering-Related Technologies in 
the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 3.7 percent 
(42/1,127) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74, 123)and lower in 1996-97,4.2 percent (43/ 1,1 07) vs. 4.6 percent 
(3,394/73,979). 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Engineering-Related Technologies was reported in 15 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 93 faculty was $45,8 1 9, an average salary 1 . 1 percent above the average salary 
of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 1 1 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Engineering-Related Technologies. The average salary of the 69 faculty was 
$50,076, an average salary .7 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Engineering-Related 
Technologies in the private institutions studied was 10.0 percent ($50,076 minus $45,819 equals 
$4,257). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. 
A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Engineering-Related 
Technologies over the three-year time period, is 1.4 percent or .5 percent each year above the cost- 
of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
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to Engineering-RelatedTechnologies(10.0%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
salaries .2 percent (10.0% minus 9.8% equals .2%) less than faculty in Engineering-Related 
Technologies. 

In the 1993-94 study in the discipline/majorfield of Engineering-Related Technologies, the 
faculty mix percentage was higher at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 31.2 
percent vs. 28.0 percent (1993-94); and 42.0 percent vs 20.3 percent, (1996-97). The differences in 
the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 
33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Engineering-RelatedT echnologies was 
lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.2 percent (3/93) 
vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 0.0 percent (0/69) vs. 4.7 
percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Engineering-Related Technologies and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend 
year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— 
were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 2,306 
(1.1%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Engineering-Related Technologies participated and 
were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total 
of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private 
institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
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significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/majorfield of Engineering-Related Technologies 1 993-94 were five 
percent below and one percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS ( 1 .00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors 
for all ranks in Engineering-Related Technologies in 1996-97 were three percent below and one 
percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (LOO), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Engineering-RelatedTechnologies in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of .5 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was .5 percent above the cost-of-living, as well. 

Third, in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies in Engineering-RelatedTechnologies, the 
professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that 
in the public institutes the discipline/major field of Engineering-Related Technologies is still 
emerging in the academy. In the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies, the professor rank FAC MIX 
PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that in the private institutions, 
the field of Engineering-Related Technology is well established. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Engineering-Related Technologies in 
the 1 993-94 public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. However, in 
the hiring rate for new assistant professors in the 1996-97 public study and in the 1993-94 private 
studies was higher than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Engineering-Related Technologies has now been developed, it is anticipated that this 
information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 
professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE/LETTERS 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *tCIPL 1 990, including English Language and Literature/Letters.The QP 

defines the discipline/major field of English Language and Literature/Letters as, 

A summary of groups of instructional programs that describe the 
structure and use of the English language and dialects, speech, 
writing, and various aspects of the literatures and cultures of the 
English-speaking peoples.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 110— 

23).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
English Language and Literature/Letters for both public and private institutions from the “baseline 
year” of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 
institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 
1996-97. Data from those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 
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This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of English Language and 
Literature/Letters for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW 
ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the 
SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes 
in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 27.3 for associate profes- 
sors of English Language and Literature/Letters in the 1993-94 public study means that 27.3 
percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor.

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The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.93 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of English 
Language and Literature/Lettersin the 1 993-94 public study means that their average salary is seven 
percent lower than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of English 
Language and Literature/Letters with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of English 
Language and Literature/Letters was reported in 240 of the 248 public institutions. The average 
salary of the 5,847 faculty was $41,020. This average salary was approximately 1 1.3 percent lower 
than the average salary of $45, 639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993- 
94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table, English Language and 
Literature/Letters was reported in 241 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
5,838 faculty was $44,580. This average salary was approximately 10.7 percent lower than the 
average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public 
study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
English Language and Literature/Letters in the public institutions studied was 8.7 percent 
($44,580 minus $41 ,020 equals $3,560). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 
and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
English Language and Literature/Letters average faculty salaries over the three-year period by .1 
percent or an average of .03 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of English Language and Literature/Letters (8.7%), the 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of .5 percent less than 
the faculty in the discipline/major field of English Language and Literature/Letters. 

In the 1 993 -94 study the faculty mix percentage in English Language and Literature/Letters 
is higher at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank; 32.8 percent vs. 27.6 percent; in 
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the 1996-97 study it is 32.9 percent vs. 26.6 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at 
the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 
34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in English Language and Literature/Letters 
in the public studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4.0 percent 
(232/5,847) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and lower in 1996-97, 4.1 percent (241/5,838) vs. 4.6 
percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of English Language and Literature/Letterswas reported in 306 of the 327 private institutions. 
The average salary of the 2,641 faculty was $41,330, an average salary 9.6 percent lower than the 
average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private 
study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 311 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported English Language and Literature/Letters. The average salary of the 2,680 
faculty was $46,025, an average salary 8.1 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 
36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in English Language and 
Literature/Letters in the private institutions studied was 1 1.4 percent ($46,025 minus $41,330 
equals $4,695). The CPI increased cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of English Language and 
Literature/Letters over the three-year time period, is 2.8 percent or .9 percent each year above the 
cost-of-living. 
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The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to English Language and Literature/Letters (11 .4%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased 
their salaries 1.6 percent ( 1 1 .4% minus 9.8% equals 1 .6%) less than faculty in English Language and 
Literature/Letters. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of English Language and Literature/Letters, 
the faculty mix percentage is higher at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor 
rank: 37.7 percent vs. 30.0 percent (1993-94); and 38.4 percent vs 27.3 percent, (1996-97). The 
differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both 
private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 3 1 . 1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30. 1 percent (1996- 
97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in English Language and 
Literature/Letters was lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private 
study: 3.6 percent (96/2,641) vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and virtually the same in the 1996-97 
private study: 4.1 percent (109/2,680) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 

CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
English Language and Literature/Letters and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, fi-om the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the 
“trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private 
institutions— were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A 
total of 17,006 (7.7%) faculty in the discipline/major field of English Language and 
Literature /Letters participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the 
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four studies and in the overall total of 2 1 9,7 54 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions 
and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the 
trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of English Language and Literature/Letters in 1993-94 
were 1 0 percent and 9 percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS ( 1 .00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors 
for all ranks in English Language and Literature/Letters in 1996-97 were 10 percent and seven 
percent below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in English Language and Literature/Letters in the public institutions 
received an average annual salary increase of .3 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private 
institutions the annual average salary increase was .9 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private 
studies in English Language and Literature/Letters, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher 
than those for the assistant professor rank. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in English Language and Literature/Letters 
in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies was 
lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of English Language and Literature/Letters has now been developed, it is anticipated that this 
information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 
professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
ENTERPRISE MANAGEMENT AND OPERATION, GENERAL 

FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(Cff), 1990, including Enterprise Management and Operation, General. 

The CIP defines the discipline/major field of Enterprise Management and Operation, General as, 

A group of instructional programs that prepare individuals to develop, 
own, and operate businesses.*

52.07).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of

Enterprise Management and Operation, General for both public and private institutions from the 
“baseline year” of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions 
which participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data 
from those same 248 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 
institutions which participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 
1996-97. Data from those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend 
year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Enterprise Management 
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and Operation, General for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW 
ASST PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the 
SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes 
in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 32. 1 for associate profes- 
sors of Enterprise Managementand Operation, General in the 1 993-94 public study means that 32. 1 
percent of the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
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ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 1.10 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Enterprise 
Management and Operation, General in the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary 
is 10 percent higher than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that 
study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/majorfield of Enterprise 
Management and Operation, General with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Enterprise 
Management and Operation, General was reported in 17 of the 248 public institutions. The average 
salary of the 137 faculty was $51,130. This average salary was approximately 12.0 percent higher 
than the averagesalary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993- 
94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Enterprise Management and 
Operation, General was reported in 9 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 
63 faculty was $54,587. This average salary was approximately 10.6 percent higher than the average 
salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Enterprise Management and Operation, General in the public institutions studied was 6.8 percent 
($54,587 minus $5 1,130 equals $3,457). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 
and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in 
Enterprise Management and Operation, General average faculty salaries over the three-year period 
by 1.8 percent or an average of .6 percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/majorfield of Enterprise Managementand Operation, General (6.8%), 
the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 1 .4 percent more 
than the faculty in the discipline/major field of Enterprise Management and Operation, General. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Enterprise Management and Operation, 
General is lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 27.7 percent vs. 29.2 
percent; and higher in the 1996-97 study; 28.6 percent vs 23.8 percent. The differences in faculty 
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mix percentage at the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both 
public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Enterprise Management and Operation, 
General in the public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 
5.8 percent (8/137) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 4.8 percent (3/63) vs. 4.6 
percent (3,394/73,979). 
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RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Enterprise Management and Operation, General was reported in 10 of the 327 private 
institutions. The average salary of the 43 faculty was $50,059, an average salary 10.5 percent higher 
than the average salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 
private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 11 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Enterprise Management and Operation, General . The average salary of the 34 
faculty was $67,238, an average salary 35. 1 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for 
all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Enterprise Management and 
Operation, General in the private institutions studied was 34.3 percent ($67,238 minus $50,059 
equals $17,179). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Enterprise 
Management and Operation, General over the three-year time period, is 25.7 percent or 8.6 percent 
each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
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private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Enterprise Management and Operation, General (34.3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
increased their salaries 24.5 percent (34.3% minus 9.8% equals 24.5%) less than faculty in 
Enterprise Management and Operation, General. 

For the 1993-94 study in the discipline/maj or field of Enterprise Management and Operation, 
General, the faculty mix percentage at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor 
rank is virtually the same (18.6). In the 1996-97 study it was higher 29.4 percent vs. 38.2 percent. 
The differences in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both 
private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996- 
97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Enterprise Management and Operation, 
General was lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 2.3 
percent (1/43) vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 8.8 percent 
(3/34) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Enterprise Management and Operation, General and compares that information with both ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 
through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two studies— one for public institutions, and the other for 
private institutions— were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four 
studies. A total of 277 (.1%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Enterprise Management and 
Operation, General participated and were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the 
four studies and in the overall total of 2 1 9,7 54 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions 
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and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the 
trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Enterprise Management and Operation, General in 
1993-94 were 12 percent and 1 1 percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00). In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary 
factors for all ranks in Enterprise Management and Operation, General in 1996-97 were 11 percent 
below and 35 percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS ( 1 .00), 
respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Enterprise Management and Operation, General in the public institutions 
received an average annual salary increase of .6 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private 
institutions the annual average salary increase was 8.6 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in the 1996-97 public and private studies in Enterprise Management and Operation, 
General, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs were higher than those for the assistant professor rank; 
and in the 1 993-94 public study it was lower. However, in the 1993-94 private study the professor 
FAC MIX PCTs was virtually the same as the assistant professor rank. . 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Enterprise Management and Operation, 
General in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1996-97 private study it was higher 
than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS; however in the 1993-94 private study it was lower. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Enterprise Management and Operation, General has now been developed, it is anticipated 
that this information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested 
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administrators and professors.

SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
FOREIGN LANGUAGES AND LITERATURES 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 

selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 

of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Foreign Languages and Literature. The CIP 

defines the discipline/major field of Foreign Languages and Literature as, 

A summary of groups of instructional programs that describe the 
study of languages other than English, and the study of related 
aspects of foreign literatures and cultures.* 

[*A Classification of Instructional Programs (Washington, D.C.: 

National Center for Education Statistics, [1990]. P. 99— 

16).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Foreign Languages and Literature for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” 
of 1993-94 to and including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated 
in CUPA’s PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 
institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which 
participated in CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from 
those same 327 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Foreign Languages and 
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Literatures for both public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST 
PROF (new assistant professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY 
FACTOR. Comparisons are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of- 
living between the two studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 29.8 for associate profes- 
sors of Foreign Languages and Literatures in the 1 993-94 public study means that 29.8 percent of 
the faculty in that discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
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ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.96 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Foreign 
Languages and Literatures in the 1 993-94 public study means that their average salary is four percent 
less than the average salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of Foreign 
Languages and Literatures with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Foreign 
Languages and Literatures was reported in 2 14 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of 
the 2,306 faculty was $42,064. This average salary was approximately 8.5 percent lower than the 
average salary of $45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 
public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Foreign Languages and Literatures 
was reported in 2 16 of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 2,256 faculty was 
$44,988. This average salary was approximately 10.0 percent lower than the average salary of 
$49,367 for all 73,979 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Foreign Languages and Literatures in the public institutions studied was 7.0 percent ($44,988 
minus $42,064 equals $2,924). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and 
October 1 996 was 8.6 percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Foreign 
Languages and Literatures average faculty salaries over the three-year period was 1 .6 percent of .5 
percent last year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Foreign Languages and Literatures (7.0%), the faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS received a relative increase in their salaries of 1 .2 percent more than the 
faculty in the discipline/major field of Foreign Languages and Literatures. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Foreign Languages and Literatures is 
lower at the professor rank than at the assistant professor rank: 28.3 percent vs. 30.5 percent; in the 
1996-97 study it is 28.1 percent vs. 30.7 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the 
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ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 
percent vs 29.4 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Foreign Languages and Literatures in 
the public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4.4 percent 
(101/2,306) vs 4.1 percent (3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 5.3 percent (1 19/2,256) vs. 4.6 
percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Foreign Languages and Literatures was reported in 261 of the 327 private institutions. The 
average salary of the 1 ,579 faculty was $4 1 , 1 25, an average salary 7.2 percent lower than the average 
salary of $45,301 for all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 258 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Foreign Languages and Literatures. The average salary of the 1 ,582 faculty was 
$45,785, an average salary 7.1 percent lower than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 
faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Foreign Languages and 
Literatures in the private institutions studied was 11.3 percent ($45,785 minus $41,125 equals 
$4,660). The CPI increased cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. 
A more realistic increase, therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Foreign Languages and 
Literatures over the three-year time period, is 2.7 percent or .9 percent each year above the cost-of- 
living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
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to Foreign Languages and Literatures (11 .3%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their 
salaries 1.5 percent (1 1.3% minus 9.8% equals 1.5%) less than faculty in Foreign Languages and 
Literatures. 

For both studies in the discipline/major field of Foreign Languages and Literatures, the 
faculty mix percentage is lower at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank: 
28. 1 percent vs. 32.4 percent (1993-94); and 28.6 percent vs 3 1 .6 percent, (1996-97). The differences 
in the ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies 
are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Foreign Languages and Literatures was 
the same as the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 4.2 percent 
(67/1,579) vs. 4.2 percent (1,491/35,438) and higher in the 1996-97 private study: 5.4 percent 
(86/1,582) vs. 4.7 percent (1,695/36,214). 

CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Foreign Languages and Literatures and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
and the CPI over a period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend 
year” of 1996-97. Two studies-one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions- 
were conducted for the baseline year and for the trend year-a total of four studies. A total of 7,723 
(3.5%) faculty in the discipline/major field of Foreign Languages and Literatures participated and 
were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields in each of the four studies and in the overall total 
of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 public institutions and the same 327 private 
institutions in the United States participated in the baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
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significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Foreign Languages and Literatures 1993-94 were eight 
percent and nine percent below the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS (1 .00), respectively. In both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors 
for all ranks in Foreign Languages and Literatures in 1996-97 were nine percent and eight percent 
below the average salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1 996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1 993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Foreign Languages and Literatures in the public institutions received an 
average annual salary increase of 1 . 1 percent above the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the 
annual average salary increase was .2 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1 993-94 and 1 996-97 public and private studies in Foreign Languages and 
Literatures, the professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are lower than those for the assistant professor rank, 
indicating that in both the public and private studies the discipline/majorfield of Foreign Languages 
and Literatures is still emerging in the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Foreign Languages and Literatures in 
the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public studies and in the 1993-94 private study were lower than the hiring 
rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. Flowever, in the hiring rate for new assistant professors in the 1 996- 
97 private study it was higher than the hiring rate for ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Foreign Languages and Literatures has now been developed, it is anticipated that this 
information will serve as a valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and 
professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
GEOGRAPHY 
FOR THE YEARS 
1993-94 AND 1996-97

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97; one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
of Instructional Programs *( CIP ). 1990, including Geography. The Cff defines the discipline/major 
field of Geography as. 

An instructional program that describes the systematic study of the 
spatial distribution and interrelationshipsof people, natural resources, 
plant and animal life. Includes instruction in historical and political 
geography, cultural geography, economic and physical geography, 
regional science, cartographic methods, remote sensing, spatial 
analysis, and applications to areas such as land-use planning, 
development studies and analyses of specific countries, regions and 
resources.*

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Geography for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 to and 
including the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PUBLIC study of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions 
were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in 
CUPA’s PRIVATE study of 1993-94, 327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 
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institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/major field of Geography for both 
public and private participating institutions by rank, including NEW ASST PROF (new assistant 
professor), the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons 
are also made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-living between the two 
studies for each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 29.4 for associate profes- 
sors of Geography in the 1993-94 public study means that 29.4 percent of the faculty in that 
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discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 



The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of 0.97 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Geography in 
the 1993-94 public study means that their average salary is three percent lower than the average 
salary for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire database for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of 
Geography with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Geography 
was reported in 125 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 735 faculty was 
$46,219. This average salary was approximately 1.3 percent higher than the average salary of 
$45,639 for all 74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Geography was reported in 124 
of the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 725 faculty was $48,982. This average 
salary was approximately .8 percent lower than the average salary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Geography in the public institutions studied was 6.0 percent ($48,982 minus $46,219 equals 
$2,763). The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 
percent. In comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Geography average faculty 
salaries over the three-year period by 2.6 percent or an average of .9 percent each year below the 
cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Geography (6.0%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
received a relative increase in their salaries of 2.2 percent more than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Geography. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Geography is higher at the professor rank 
than at the assistant professor rank: 40.4 percent vs. 26.7 percent; and higher in the 1996-97 study, 
it is 37.0 percent vs. 29.5 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor 
and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 
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percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Geography in the public studies was 
higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 4.5 percent (33/735) vs 4. 1 percent 
(3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 5.9 percent (43/725) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
fieldof Geography was reported in 25 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of the 77 
faculty was $46,282, an average salary 2.2 percent higher than the average salary of $45,301 for all 
35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 23 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Geography . The average salary of the 79 faculty was $51,096, an average 
salary 4.2 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Geography in the private 
institutions studied was 10.4 percent ($51,096 minus $46,282 equals $4,814). The CPI increased 
cost-of-livingbetween October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Geography over the three-year time period, is 1.8 
percent or .6 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Geography (10.4%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries 2.1 percent 
(10.4% minus 8.3% equals 2.1%) less than faculty in Geography. 

For the discipline/major field of Geography the faculty mix percentage is higher at the 
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professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank ; 45.5 percent vs. 28.6 percent (1993- 
94); and in 1996-97 it is higher. 41.8 percent vs 32.9 percent. The differences in the ranks of 
professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent 
vs. 31.1 percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Geography was higher than the hiring 
rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study; 5.2 percent (4/77) vs. 4.2 percent 
(1,491/35,438) and was higher in the 1996-97 private study; 5.1 percent (4/79) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Geography and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a 
period of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two 
studies— one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions— were conducted for the 
baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 1,616 (.7%) faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Geographyparticipatedand were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields 
in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 
public institutions and the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year and in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Geography in 1993-94 were one percent and two 
percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00). In 
both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Geography in 
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1 996-97 were one percent lower and four percent higher than the average salary factors for all ranks 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Geography in the public institutions received an average annual salary 
increase of .9 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average salary 
increase was .6 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 public and 1996-97 public and private studies in Geography , the 
professor rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that 
in both the public and private studies the discipline/majorfield of Geography is well established in 
the academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Geography in both the 1993-94 and 
1 996-97 public studies was higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJ OR FIELDS ; and the hiring rate 
for new assistant professors in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies was also higher in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS as well. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Geography has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve as a 
valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.

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SALARY-TREND STUDY OF FACULTY IN 
GEOLOGY 
FOR THE YEARS

Since 1982-83 the College and University Personnel Association (CUP A) in Washington, 
D.C., in cooperation with Appalachian State University in Boone, North Carolina, has conducted 
two annual national faculty salary studies by discipline and rank through 1996-97: one for public 
senior colleges and universities, and the other for private senior colleges and universities. 

Salary data for each study were collected and tabulated for full-time teaching faculty in 53 
selected academic disciplines/major fields chosen from among those defined by A Classification 
of Instructional Programs *(CIP), 1990, including Geology. The CIP defines the discipline/major 
field of Geology as. 

An instructional program that describes the scientific study of the 
earth; the forces acting upon it; and the behavior of the solids, liquids 
and gases comprising it. Includes instruction in historical geology, 
geomorphology, sedimentology, the chemistry of rocks and soils, 
stratigraphy, mineralogy, petrology, geostatistics, volcanology, 
glaciology, geophysical principles, and applications to research and 
industrial problems.*

40.0601).] 

This article summarizes the overall average salary increases in the discipline/major field of 
Geology for both public and private institutions from the “baseline year” of 1 993-94 to and including 
the “trend year” of 1996-97. Of the 307 institutions which participated in CUPA’s PUBLIC study 
of 1993-94, 248 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 248 institutions were used in 
both the baseline year and the trend year. Of the 490 institutions which participated in CUPA’s 
PRIVATE study of 1993-94,327 also participated in 1996-97. Data from those same 327 institutions 
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were used in both the baseline year and the trend year. 

This article lists the average salaries for the discipline/majorfield of Geology for both public 
and private participatinginstitutionsby rank, includingNEW ASST PROF (new assistant professor), 
the FAC MIX PCT (faculty mix percentage), and the SALARY FACTOR. Comparisons are also 
made using the CPI’s (Consumer Price Index) changes in cost-of-livingbetween the two studies for 
each of the two study years (1993-94 and 1996-97). 

The CPI uses a base period of 1982-84 and measures/tabulates prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuels, transportation, medical care, entertainment and other goods and services people 
buy for day-to-day living. When examining trends in faculty salary, it is important to consider any 
changes in the purchasing power of salaries due to inflation. Comparing changes in the faculty 
salaries with the CPI gives one a more precise view of what “real” salary increases are, that is, 
buying power. 

The salary is based on a nine- or 10-month academic year salary of full-time faculty, and 
does not include any faculty teaching less than 5 1 percent. Salary for summer academic work, fringe 
benefits, and perquisites are also not included in the salary data. The average salary is based on the 
study information with the assumption that all employees are full-time. The average salary displayed 
is an average of all faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 

“NUM” refers to the number of faculty members whose salaries were included to compute 
the average salary. 

“N/IN” refers to the number of institutions that reported salary data for a given academic rank 
and discipline/major field. 

The FAC MIX PCT represents the percentage of faculty in a given discipline/major field 
who hold a given academic rank. For example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of 27.0 for associate profes- 
sors of Geology in the 1993-94 public study means that 27.0 percent of the faculty in that 
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discipline/major field held the rank of associate professor. 



The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank in a given discipline/major field represents the 
ratio of the average salary to the total average salary of all institutions in each of the four studies: 
PUBLIC 1993-94, PUBLIC 1996-97, PRIVATE 1993-94 and PRIVATE 1996-97. For example, a 
SALARY FACTOR of .98 for associate professors in the discipline/major field of Geology in the 
1993-94 public study means that their average salary is two percent lower than the average salary 
for all associate professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF refers to the grouping of assistant professors hired for the first time in 
the fall of the study year (1993-94 or 1996-97). All information for this group was included in the 
ASST PROF group for reporting purposes. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS refers to the entire data base for all 53 disciplines/majorfields in each 
of the four studies. Among other things, it is used to compare the discipline/major field of Geology 
with the entire data base for each study. 

The reader will find the size of the sample on which each percentage or dollar value is based 
to be of particular importance. The smaller the number in the group, the greater the effect of extreme 
scores on a descriptive statistic such as the average. It should also be noted that any large disparity 
in the sample sizes between the “baseline year” of 1993-94 and the “trend year” of 1996-97 will 
lessen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make based on a simple 
comparison of averages.

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RESULTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC STUDIES: 1993-94 AND 1996-97 



In the PUBLIC 1993-94 study in the above table, the discipline/major field of Geology was 
reported in 127 of the 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 790 faculty was $48,907. 
This average salary was approximately 7.2 percent higher than the average salary of $45,639 for all 
74,123 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the same 1993-94 public study. 

For the PUBLIC 1996-97 salary study in the above table. Geology was reported in 126 of 
the same 248 public institutions. The average salary of the 774 faculty was $51,706. This average 
salary was approximately 4. 7 percent higher than the averagesalary of $49,367 for all 73,979 faculty 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1996-97 public study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in the discipline/major field of 
Geology in the public institutions studied was5.7percent($51,706minus$48,907equals$2,799). 
The CPI of increase cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. In 
comparison, with the CPI, there was a relative increase in Geology average faculty salaries over 
the three-year period by 2.9 percent or an average of 1 .0 percent each year below the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS over three years in 
the public institutions studied was 8.2 percent ($49,367 minus $45,639 equals $3,728). In 
comparison to the discipline/major field of Geology (5.7%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS 
received a relative increase in their salaries of 2.5 percent more than the faculty in the 
discipline/major field of Geology. 

In the 1993-94 study the faculty mix percentage in Geology is higher at the professor rank 
than at the assistant professor rank: 50.5 percent vs. 22.0 percent; and higher in the 1996-97 study; 
49.7 percent vs 2 1 .3 percent. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the ranks of professor and 
assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public studies are 34.4 percent vs 29.4 percent 
(1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs 28.5 percent (1996-97). 
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Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Geology in the public studies was 
lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1993-94, 3.3 percent (26/790) vs 4.1 percent 
(3,055/74,123) and higher in 1996-97, 4.8 percent (37/774) vs. 4.6 percent (3,394/73,979). 



RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES; 1993-94 AND 1996-97 

The PRIVATE 1993-94 salary study in the above table indicates that the discipline/major 
field of Geology was reported in 57 of the 327 private institutions. The average salary of the 255 
faculty was $56,007, an average salary 13.5 percent higher than the average salary of $45,301 for 
all 35,438 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1996-97 salary study in the above table, 56 of the same 327 private 
institutions reported Geology . The average salary of the 24 1 faculty was $6 1 ,369, an average salary 
23.3 percent higher than the average salary of $49,753 for all 36,214 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1996-97 private study. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in Geology in the private 
institutions studied was 9.6 percent ($61,369 minus $56,007 equals $5,362). The CPI increased 
cost-of-living between October 1993 and October 1996 was 8.6 percent. A more realistic increase, 
therefore, in the average faculty salaries of Geology over the three-year time period, is 1.0 percent 
or .3 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The three-year increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
private institutions studied was 9.8 percent ($49,753 minus $45,301 equals $4,452). In comparison 
to Geology (9.6%), the faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries .2 percent (9.8% 
minus 9.6% equals .2%) more than faculty in Geology. 

For both studies in the discipline/majorfield of Geology, the faculty mix percentage is higher 
at the professor rank in comparison to the assistant professor rank : 55.3 percent vs. 19.6 percent 
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(1993-94); and 54.8 percent vs 20.7 percent (1996-97). The differences in the ranks of professor and 
assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both private studies are 33.4 percent vs. 31.1 
percent (1993-94) and 34.3 percent vs. 30.1 percent (1996-97). 

Finally, the hiring rate for new assistant professors in Geology was lower than the hiring rate 
in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 1993-94 private study: 3.1 percent (8/255) vs. 4.2 percent 
(1,491/35,43 8) and lower in the 1996-97 private study: 3.7 percent (9/241) vs. 4.7 percent 
(1,695/36,214). 



CONCLUSION 

This article presents salary-trend information on the academic discipline/major field of 
Geology and compares that information with both ALL MAJOR FIELDS and the CPI over a period 
of three years, from the “baseline year” of 1993-94 through the “trend year” of 1996-97. Two 
studies~one for public institutions, and the other for private institutions- were conducted for the 
baseline year and for the trend year— a total of four studies. A total of 2,060 (.9%) faculty in the 
discipl ine/maj or field of Geology participated £uid were included in the 53 disciplines/major fields 
in each of the four studies and in the overall total of 219,754 participating faculty. The same 248 
public institutions £uid the same 327 private institutions in the United States participated in the 
baseline year £uid in the trend year. 

Although the public and private studies data may be interpreted in a variety of ways, several 
significant points are as follows. First, in both the public and private studies, the average faculty 
salary factors in the discipline/major field of Geology in 1993-94 were three percent and 24 
percent above the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00). In 
both the public and private studies the average faculty salary factors for all ranks in Geology in 
1996-97 were five percent below and 23 percent above the average salary factors for all ranks in 
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ALL MAJOR FIELDS (1.00), respectively. 

Second, the October 1996 CPI reflects an 8.6 percent increase over the October 1993 CPI and 
indicates that the faculty in Geology in the public institutions received an average annual salary 
increase of 1 .0 percent below the cost-of-living. In the private institutions the annual average salary 
increase was .3 percent above the cost-of-living. 

Third, in both the 1993-94 and 1996-97 public and private studies in Geology, the professor 
rank FAC MIX PCTs are higher than those for the assistant professor rank, indicating that in both 
the public and private studies the discipline/major field of Geology is well established in the 
academy. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in Geology in the 1993-94 public study 
and in the 1993-94 and 1996-97 private studies was lower than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS. The hiring rate of new assistant professors in Geology in the 1996-97 public study was 
higher than the hiring rate of ALL MAJOR FIELDS. 

Because a significant data base of average faculty salaries in the academic discipline/major 
field of Geology has now been developed, it is anticipated that this information will serve as a 
valuable reference and evaluation tool for interested administrators and professors.
